WEEKLY REVIEW. 


The extreme weather of the past week has 
acted as a check to the trade movement, but 
the outlook still continues good, and dealers 
look for an increased trade later on. In chemi- 
cals there is an increased demand for goods 
over the year. In oils the markets are steady, 
with the single exception of cottonseed. Men- 
haden is advancing. Petroleum remains stag- 
nant. Money is abundant and easy at 1K@2 
per cent on call. Commeacial paper is more 
active and rates are lower. We quote 60 to 90 
days’ indorsed bills receivable at 344@4 per 
cent; four months’ acceptances at 4@5, and 
good single names having four to six months 
to run 444@6. The following are the rates of 
exchange on New York: Savannah, \, selling 
% prem. Charleston, buying 3-16@}, selling 
par @ 4 prem. New Orleans commercial, 75c@ 
$1 per $1,000 prem, bank $125 per $1,000 prem. 
St. Louis 90c per $1,000 prem. Chicago, 25@40c 
per $1,000 premium.

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GAMBIER IN A FIRM POSITION. 
Everything seems to conspire to favor 
those who have been looking for higher 
prices in the gambier market. When 
we wrote on this subject several weeks 
ago the position was a naturally strong 
one; but since then events have oc- 
curred which have materially helped 
along the upward movement in prices. 
Last week there was a little weakness 
in the spot market caused by the anxi- 
ety of one of the owners of stock on the 
Patrician to secure cash for his hold- 
ings, but to-day everything is firm and 
higher prices would have to be paid 
for spot lots. One of the causes for the 
increased stiffness of values is the fact 
that the William Hales, with 474 tons 
of gambier, which was due here in 
March, has been obliged to put into 
Cape Town in a leaking condition, and 
one rumor has it that she sunk at her 
dock. It is not known whether her 
cargo has been damaged, but in any 
event she has been ordered to discharge, 
which will delay her arrival from 30 to 
90 days. This lot was relied upon to 
fill up the gap between the arrival of 
the Lizzie H. and the Eclipse, but the 
Lizzie H. has also been delayed, and 
instead of arriving about the middle of 
April, as expected, she will not be in 
till about May Ist. : 
In addition to this, the markets 
abroad are reported to be firmer. The 
last sales of shipments—December-Jan- 
uary—were at four and a-half cents, 
but there is nothing more offering at 


whatever may be the outcome of the 
present condition of the market, will 
no doubt witness a higher range of 
values, The last two vessels in port are 
about unloaded. In fact, the stock on 
the Energia has all been disposed of, 
and there is very little remaining on 
the Patrician unsold. The Lizzie H., 
the next vessel to arrive, has only a 
small quantity, and this will not be 
here until at least two weeks after it 
was expected. An advance of consider- 
able proportions would probably occur 
should any activity in the consump- 
tive demand be displayed ; but as the 
recent arrivals have given the consum- 
ers sufficient stock to meet ordinary 
requirements, a material improvement 
in the demand is not probable, and only 
@ moderate advance in prices can be 
expected. The holders, however will, 
no doubt, take advantage of every 
opportunity which may offer between 
the present time and the date of the 
arrival of the Eclipse, as she will bring 
1,200 tons, a considerable supply to be 
brought on the market at one time, 
which may put a different complexion 
on the condition of affairs. 
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TO BOYCOTT ADULTERATED 
PAINTS. 


=The master painters of Pittsburg 
have issued a circular to their fellow 
craftsmen throughout the United 
States, urging the organization of a 
National Union, the object of which is 
to boycott the manufacturers of adul- 
terated paints and to suppress the 
manufacture and sale of ready-mixed 
paints. Such an organization would 
probably be of great benefit to the craft, 
and we have no doubt the manufac- 
turers would hail it with satisfaction. 
This may seem somewhat in the nature 
of a paradox, since the association is 
intended to operate against the inter- 
eses of the manufacturer ; but the fact 
is. paint grinders are not altogether 
responsible for adulterated colors. The 
shoe is on the other foot. The manu- 
facturer makes what he can sell the 
most readily at a profit, and if he finds 
no demand for his goods he pretty soon 
stops making them. It is true that 
sharp competition and unremunerative 
prices have driven the manufacturer to 
resort to adulteration; but he always 
has his list of pure standard colors 
which the painter can get at any time 
by paying the prices demanded for 
them. And these prices are not exorbi- 
tant. They are based on the actual 
cost of material and labor, and in the 
end are really cheaper than the adul- 
terated goods, which sometimes extend 
through three and four grades. Inthe 
item of white lead alone, a consider- 
able saving could be made by the con- 
sumer by using the pure article in pref- 
erence to the cheap adulterated stuff 
that is so largely used. If the master 
painters wish to inaugurate the re- 
form they should begin at home, and 
instead of an ineffectual attempt to 
boycott the manufacturers, they should 
make a binding agreement among 
themselves not to use anything but 
pure materials from brushes up, they 
would find that manufacturers would 
joyfully second them in their manly 
course, principally because it would be 
to the interest of the paint maker to 
do so, there being greater satisfaction 
in selling the pure than the adultera- 
ted colors. 

As to the suppression of the manu- 
facture and sale of ready mixed paints, 
it is searcely probable that any action 
that the master painters might take 
would have that result. These paints 
are made for u special purpose, and 
seem to fitinto their place pretty well. 
Their popularity will always depend 
upon their merits. If they are good 
they will be bought and if bad they 
will be rejected, and no amount of 
organizing or resolving by the painters 
can effect this result any more than 
they can regulate the manufacture 
and sale of linseed oil, , 


HIGHER PRICES FOR CUTCH. 

During tke past two weeks our 
market reports have recorded a hard- 
ening tendency in cutch, which has 
resulted in a marked advance. The 
prospects of higher prices stimulated 
the demand and large purchases have 
been made within a few days for 
January-February shipment, absorb- 
ing about all the offerings for those 
months, About nine thousand bales, 
altogether, were taken and the prices 
paid were generally at an advance of 
one-eighth of acent. The cause of the 
present firmness is the very small pro- 
duction this season in consequence of 
the unsettled state of Burmah, the 
depredation of the Dacoits having 
seriously interfered with the industries 
of the country. When the trouble 
with Great Britain occurred last fall 
the price of cutch immediately began 
to advance in Calcutta. At one time 
it was up to seven cents there, but this 
was an entirely nominal quotation as 
there were no offerings. After the 
surrender of Theebaw prices rapidly 
declined. Two thousand bales were 
sold at six and a quarter cents, but the 
market continued to fall. After about 
two thousand bales more were placed 
at five and a half cents, the reaction 
set in and the market has continued 
to advance up to the present time. 

Last year’s crop was a small one 
compared with those of preceding 
seasons, but this year’s outturn will 
not be one-half to two-thirds as much. 
The reports from upper Burmah are to 
the effect that nothing will come from 
there and the other districts will not 
contribute largely to the stock. The 
consumption in this country is increas- 
ing. Last year we consumed 89,000 
packages against 64,000 in 1884, and 
the indications are that there will be 
no material decrease this year in the 
actual wants. The present supply is 
about 27,000 packages on the spot and 
to arrive. Last year at this time there 
were 13,500 pachages afloat, while this 
year there are probably less than 2,000 
packages between here and Calcutta, 
and certainly not more than that 
quantity. The stock now afloat and 
here will constitute the available sup- 
ply until June and July, when the 
January-February shipments begin to 
arrive. This would leave the market 
during the busiest months of the year, 
without an adequate supply, and, to- 
gether with the position on the other 
side, gives color to the predictions of 
still higher prices. The stiffness of 
the Calcutta market is indicated by 
the fact that the small remaining 
quantity available for January-Febru- 
ary shipment is held at six cents 
and for Marchand April only small 
parcels are offered at six and a quarter 
cents, 


AN ADVANCE IN CITRIC ACID. 


The market for citric acid was sud- 
denly advanced last week from forty- 
eight to fifty-four cents for domestic 
and fifty-six cents for foreign, owing to 
the higher price asked for lemon juice 
abroad, caused principally by the crop 
of lemons being held in their natural 
state for the market, as the fruit was 
unusually fine and commanded a higher 
price than if reduced to juice. The 
prices quoted are merely nominal, as 
the only American manufacturer of 
acid is releasing supplies sparingly, and 
higher values are fully expected. A 
firm feeling also controls the foreign 
brands, and but small quantities are 
being offered. Before the advance 
all brands were quoted at the same fig- 
ures, and the difference in values which 
now exists will no doubt be covered 
shortly by a further appreciation in 
prices of domestic. 

Citric acid is not only derived from 
lemons, limes and sour oranges, but it 
is found in the juice of other fruits, 
such as the cranberry, whortleberry, 
gooseberry, currant, strawberry, elder. 
berry and raspberry. It is very seldom 
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that commercial citric acid is made 
from anything else than lemons ; some- 
times limes and sour oranges are util- 
ized, but the juice is not of such good 
quality. Neither the West Indies or 
Florida lemons seem to give satisfac- 
tion for this purpose, the Mediterranean 
supplies being preferred. The recent 
heavy frost in Florida has made havoc 
with the fruit crops, and it is supposed 
that this has caused imported lemons 
to be held at higher prices. As lemons 
cannot always be obtained. the juice is 
often kept in a separate state, but from 
its liability to spontaneous decomposi- 
tion, it becomes unfit for medical use, 
and though various means have been 
resorted to for its preservation, it can 
never be made to retain for any length 
of time its original flavor without 
change. The best medical substitute 
for lemon juice is claimed to be a solu- 
tion of crystallized citric acid in water, 
in the proportion of about an ounce to 
the pint, with the addition of a little 
cil of lemons. The latter article is also 
held at'an advance over previous prices, 
bat the change is not recent, having 
taken place about two weeks ago, in 
anticipation of the present situation of 
the market. The importations of citric 
acid at this port during 1885 reached 
72,000 pounds, in comparison with 
67,801 pounds for 1884.

REPORTED WEAKNESS 

INDIGO MARKET. 

For several days past rumors have 
been floating about the market to the 
effect that indigoes are weaker in Cal- 
cutta, The report so far as we can as- 
certain was cabled here early in the 
week by one shipper, but was not 
confirmed by others. However, it 
spread and took various forms. One 
rumor was to the effect that the high 
grades had suffered a large deprecia- 
tion in values in Caleutta owing to the 
fact that the bulk of the indigo left 
there was of that description. Another 
reported that the decline in the high 
grades was slight, and that the reports 
of a large depreciation in values were 
the result of an effort to bear the mar- 
ket. These statements might have re- 
ceived some credence but for the posi- 
tive assertion that the decline was in 
the prices of. the medium grades, which 
were off about twenty rupees from the 
extreme quotations of the early Cal- 
cutta sales. These varied reports do 
not appear to have materially affected 
the spot market, the statistical posi- 
tion in other respects favoring, decid- 
edly, the bull side. 

The consumption of the country has 
reached something like 9,000 cases and 
the indications are that it will exceed 
that limit this year. We carried over 
a stock at the beginning of the year 
variously reported to be from 1,000 to 
1,500 cases. Up to the latest cable ad- 
vices, 4,500 cases had been bought for 
the United States in Calcutta and but 
about 500 cases more are expected to 
be bought for us. The bulk of the 
supply now held in Calcutta is stated 
to be high grade indigo, and not of the 
kind usually taken by this market. 
If these statements are correct, there 
seems to be very reasonable ground for 
the belief that there will be a decided 
shortage here before the season is 
over, that would be sufficient warrant 
for a firm market at the present time. 

One prominent dealer here when 
questioned as to the cause of the re- 
ported decline in the low grades, said 
positively that the prices on the other 
side had been ridiculously high and 
now that the demand from the United 
States had been largely supplied, a 
natural reaction had taken place. An- 
other was of the opinion that the re- 
ports of a break were started by inter- 
ested parties, and that even higher 
prices than those now prevailing here 
would be named when we came to 
draw upon London, as we assuredly 
would to make up the defficiency in 
our stocks. It is pretty generally con- 
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ceded that no material decline would 
take place in the spot market quota- 
tions. Conservative people think that 
prices may have been forced up toa 
higher point than the actual position 
of the market would warrant, but as 
the shortage is confined to the low 
grades, these are not likely to decline 
to any great extent.

THE MENHADEN OIL MEN IN SES- 
SION. 

The annual conclave of the members 
of the Menhaden Oil and Guano Asso- 
ciation, in this city last week, was 
somewhat more interesting than pre- 
vious gatherings, probably becanse 
they realized the importance of taking 
definite action on several matters which 
directly concern their wellfare. They 
have cause to be discouraged over last 
season’s work, and are now taking pre- 
cautions to guard against a repetition 
of the unprofitable result of their 
labors. They have a sunny side to 
their gloomy picture, however, in the 
export business, which reached much 
larger proportions than the previous 
season, but did not suffice to reduce 
the stocks to a satisfactory extent, the 
present holdings of oil being estimated 
at 24,000 barrels, in comparison with 
8,000 barrels this time last year. The 
supply of scrap has become exhausted. 
The low valucs provoked considerable 
comment at the meeting, but they are 
no lower than at this time last year. 
The fishermen are not satisfied with 
the small margin of profit, however, 
and they concluded to accept the ad- 
vice of the REPORTER by appointing 
a committee to undertake a new de- 
parture which may eventually result 
in a general pooling of issues. The 
regulation of the sale of menhaden 
products is found to be a necessity and 
the advocates of a change in the meth- 
od of doing business have great faith 
in concerted action, inasmuch as the 
smaller concerns have ceased to exist, 
and the salvation of the industry de- 
pends on the inauguration of a new 
plan by all the firms actively engaged. 
It has been proposed to form a syndi- 
cate to introduce very necessary meas- 
ures in mastering the difficulties which 
now lie inthe path of the fishermen. 
Various plans have been discussed by 
the owners of menhaden factories but 
they hesitate to adopt any new depart- 
ure, probably from a firm belief in the 
survival of the fittest,or in the strength 
of their financial backing. An experi- 
enced committee is now engaged in 
formulating an acceptable plan for the 
sale of oil aud guano, and areport may 
be expected from that source shortly. 
The owners of factories will probably 
enter into a compact to have their pro- 
ducts disposed of through one source 
and at prices to be regulated by a 
committee. It would be well for them 
to become familiar with the rules of 
the alcohol pool, and ascertain if an 
agreement on the same basis, would be 
feasible in their case, 

The Maine fishery promises to occupy 
a more prominent position in the fish 
oil trade if the new species of the finny 
tribe known as the “kiack” holds out 
as expected. Two factories started on 
the coasi last spring with four steamers 
and a capital of $50,000, with the view 
of developing the industry in that dis- 
trict. The result of the season’s catch 
was $50,000 gallons of oil, and as the 
average yield was two and a half gal- 
lons per barrel of fish, the fishermen 
feel rather encouraged over the pros- 
pects of a fruitful field for operations. 
There appears to be an abundant sup- 
ply, and the oil is alleged to compare 
favorably with menhbaden. A short 
discussion on the entry of degras grease 
at a duty of ten per cent., developed 
the fact that considerable business is 
transacted in this foreign product, and 
that it competes directly with men- 
haden oil in stuffing leather. The bulk 
of the grease is imported by Boston 
parties and by them sold to consumers 
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throughout the West ; very little of it 
comes to New York, for the reason 
that Boston importers have the upper 
hand, It was the sense of the meeting 
that degras grease should pay a duty 
of twenty-five per cent. as a manufac- 
tured article, but no action was taken 
to bring about that result, Mr. Eugene 
Blackford, the present Fish Commis- 
sioner of New York, is evidently in 
good standing in the menhaden asso- 
ciation, as he was recommended for 
reappointment, although an opportu-

their former secretary. Mr. Blackford 
is not under obligations to them, and 
as his interests are exclusively with the 
food fishermen, it is a question whether 
the compliment bestowed was deserved. 
When a Fish Commissioner argues that 
black is white without investigating 
the subject, it shows a lamentable lack 
of intelligence; but there are indica- 
tions of improvement when Mr. Black- 
ford acknowledges that menhaden fish 
spawn in the fall instead of spring, 
as he erroneously believed until con- 
vinced by personal experiments made 
through the instrumentality of Presi- 
dent Church. 

The proposed legislation against the 
menhaden industry was a prolific sub- 
ject for debate, and the members were 
not slow in appreciating the danger of 
delay in opposing Congressional enact- 
ments. The agitation has awakened a 
lively interest in several States, ‘and 
prompt measures are necessary to pre- 
vent favorable consideration of the 
new bill now pending, although it may 
meet with the same fate as the previous 
one by being pigeon-holed. The mat- 
ter will be properly attended to by 
committees. It is now said that if the 
proposed act faile to pass, the people 
of Holly Beach may take the law into 
their own hands, and use extraordinary 
means to protect their interests. They 
threaten to throw up earthworks in 
front of the beach near Turtle inlet, 
and with a cannon that can be shifted 
about conveniently, blow clean out of 
the water any menhaden vessel coming 
in that district to cast a net within a 
range of the cannon. It is further said 
that over one thousand dollars have 
already been subscribed for artillery. 
The account of the preparations being 
made to receive the fishermen reads so 
much like a romance, that it is gener- 
ally accepted as the product of the 
lively imagination cf a correspondent, 
sent broadcast with the view of ip- 
fluencing action in Congress perhaps,or 
intimidating the menhaden fishermen. 
But two sides can play at that game. 
Next season may find every fishing ves- 
sel with a howitzer or Gatling gun, the 
firing of which would give the crews 
great pleasure. The cry about the 
scarcity of food fish is not well founded, 
as Fish Commissioner. Blackford is 
authority for the statement that mack- 
erel and codfish were never so cheap as 
last year, owing to the abundant sup- 
ply. There is more than one axe to 
grind in this onslaught on the men- 
haden industry, as the REPORTER has 
frequently shown in previous articles 
upon the subject. 

Ag an effort will soon be made in Con- 
gress to equitably adjust our relations 
with the Dominion touching the Cana- 
dian fishery interest, it is appropriate 
to mention that, according to the last 
census, there were no less than 37,043 
men living on the New England coast 
alone, with an invested capital of 
$20,000,000, engaged mostly iu the fish- 
eries concerned. 
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A BRIGHTER OUTLOOK 
DRUG TRADE. 

There is a general inclination to look 
for better business results in the whole- 
sale drug trade during the year, and 
since the holidays this feeling has be- 
come more pronounced. It may be 
said by pessimists that at various 
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ward which they are rapidly tending, 
and the business of the country will 
show an activity corresponding with 
this gerferal incentive to buy.” This 
has been the experience of almost 
every house since the first of the yeur, 
It does not require a prophet to fore- 
see the natural reaction from a pro- 
longed period of stagnation, compara- 
tively speaking, with its consequent 
business disasters. Commercial enter- 
prises are on a better footing owing to 
more cautious movements, and as they 
have entered the new year in a solvent 
condition and with flattering prospects 
ahead, the desire is to push forward and 
make up for lost time. The past year 
has been unprofitable to most con- 
cerns, but they have managed to hold 
their own, and are now ready for in- 
creased business at better prices. The 
expectation of lower values has finally 
been dismissed from the minds of even 
the pessimists, and when there is a 
united opinion in favor of an advance, 
it will require a mighty obstacle to 
stem the tide of improvement. As 
stated py our experienced correspond- 
ent, importers hold very limited sup- 
plies of goods owing to the general de- 
pression; forthe same reason jobbers 
have purchased sparingly and conse- 
quently are carrying universally small 
stocks from which to supply the coun- 
try trade, while the country buyers 
have followed the same policy; the re- 
sult is that all classes of dealers find 
themselves short of the necessary sup- 
plies. Replenishing stocks is now 
progressing at a lively rate and every 
one is in haste to be properly fortified 
for the spring trade. Certain articles 
in the drug line have been in sueh 
great demand lately that buyers read- 
ily bought an inferior quality consid- 
ered by holders almost worthless, and 
paid enhanced prices for the privilege. 
Some goods which have been stored 
for two years awaiting a turn in the 
tide were worked off last week in this 
city at a considerable advance. We 
venture to say .that more orders were 
sent abroad during the past two weeks 
than at any similar period since the 
boom several years ago. Capital- 
ists have also awakened to the realiza- 
tion that drugs are a good investment, 
if we are to judge from the inquiries 
lately. There is an abundance of idle 
capital awaiting favorable opportuni- 
ties and the low values may provea 
fortunate bait. Conservative traders 
are not expecting a boom in business; 
they prefer an enlarged steady move- 
ment from which they can realizea 
reasonable margin of profit.

AN INCREASED BUSINESS IN LU- 
BRICATING OILS. 


It was popularly supposed that the 
record for the past year would show a 
decline in the export business in min- 
eral lubricating oils, as discouraging 
reports were constantly received from 
abroad as to the state of trade in gen- 
eral. The year 1885 had been put down 
as a season of low prices and curtailed 
consumption, and it is gratifying there- 
fore under the circumstances to note 
an important increase in the foreign 
movement for the past twelve monthr 
in all grades of mineral lubricants, the 
total shipments aggregating 12,699,533 
gallons, valued at $2,583,105, in com- 
parison with 11,913,210 gallons, worth 
$2,420,588, for 1884, or a gain of 786,323 
gallons for 1885. All the ports show a 
large increase for the latter period, 
especially New York. 

There is no evidence that the Rus- 
sian lubricating grades are making 
any material headway in competition 
with American brands in the foreign 
markets. The size of the exportsis a 
good barometer of the situation abroad, 
and if superior quality and low prices 
are the necessary requisites in keeping 
up the volume of business, there is 
every assurance of the present average 
movement being maintained if not ex- 
celled. The figures given above are 
from the latest report of the Bureau 
of Statistics, and as great care is exer- 
cised in compiling them, they can be 
relied upon as accurate. 

INCREASE IN THE EXPORTS OF 
MINERAL OILS. 

During 1885 the petroleum export 
trade of the United Statea grew con- 
siderably. The official returns of the 
Bureau of Statistics at Washington, 
just at hand, show that during the 
twelve months of 1885 the exports of 
mineral oils from the ports of New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Bos- 
ton, and Charlestown, Mass,, aggre- 
gated 558,086,619 gallons, valued at 
$49,214,281, as compared with 542.217,- 
728 gallons valued at $49,108,511 during 
the same period in 1884, 

The exports of 1885 exceeded those 
of 1884 by 15,868,897 gallons. Owing to 
the lower range of prices which pre- 
vailed in the certificate market the 
value of the oils exported was only 
$105,771 greater than in 1884, 

As shown by the following table, 
the exports during the closing month 
of 1885 were 8,857,216 gallons less than 
during the corresponding mouth in

Our foreign trade, according to these 
figures, has declined about 31 per cent., 
yet in the face of this falling off there 
is a creditable increase in both the vol- 
ume of trade and the money value of 
the product. 

During 1885 the world consuned 12,- 
064,910 gallons more of refined or il- 
luminating oil (in both barrels and 
cases) than in 1884. While trade with 
the seven continental ports has de- 
clined to some extent, the far East, 
which has become one of America’s 
best customers, has taken more than 
enough of our illuminant to fill up the 
deficiency. New markets have also 
been found for American petroleum, 
and the prospects for the year are re- 
garded as favorable for a large increase 
Rm consumption both at home and 
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abroad. The increase in the exports 
of refined during the year just past 
shows a gain of 388,013 barrels in crude 
equivalent. 

French, Spanish, and occasional 
German ports which export crude and 
refine it within their own borders took 
1,549,677 gallons more than in the pre- 
ceding year. 

The amount of naphtha shipped dur- 
ing 1885 was 1,041,135 gallons greater 
than during 1884. The markets of the 
old world increased their orders for 
Inbricating and paraffine oils to the 
extent of 786,323 gallons, while the ex- 
ports of residuum show an increase 
over 1884 of 426,846 gallons. On the 
whole, considering the depression in 
business, it was a good year for Amer- 
ica’s foreign petroleum trade, Mayit 
ever increase as it has in the past.

Everett Ward, President of the Everett Ward 
Soap Company, of No. 512 West Forty-first 
street, made an assignment last week to James 
Anderson, giving him a preference for $2,650. 
He had been in business about eight years, but 
was not successful. He incorporated his busi- 
ness into a stock company in 1832 with a capita 
stock of $50,000. 


Mr. J. Fitzpatrick, senior member of the firm 
of glass importers and dealers of this city, 


leaves on Saturday for quite an extended trip 
abroad among the glass manufacturers of Bel- 
gium. If there are any bargains to be picked 
up, it is safe to say that Jerry will find them 
every time, he being acknowledged as the con- 
noiseur of the trade. 


C. G. Dickson, Joseph Stiliburg, H. Mackin 
and E. Magee, of Pittsburg, together with sev- 
eral eastern capitalists, have organized the 
Eagle Ferroline Company for the manufacture 
of specialties from the metallic composition 
patented by Dr. Enrico Rosenzi, The company 
has a capital of $200,000 and will buildan exten- 
sive factory in Pittsburg. 


It is now nearly eight months since the green 
bottle blowers refused to accept a reduction of 
wages, and the Pittsburg factories closed down 
the departments for manufacturing that class 
of ware. Recently several factories have been 
started at the old figures, and from all indica- 
tions prosperity will attend that branch of 
trade during the coming year. 


An Albany chemist publishes a list of the 
substances used in the manufacture of imita- 
tion butter, as follows: Borax, salicylic acid, 
benzoic acid, glycerine, alum, cows udders, 
sulphuric acid, sal soda, caustic potash, castor 
oil, chalk, stomachs of pigs, sheep, and calves, 
nitric acid, various kinds of vegetable oils, tal- 
low, lard, flour, and a variety of other substan- 
ces. 

The Consul of the United States at Santiago 
de Cuba reports to the Department of State the 
existence of large quantities of bat guano on 
the south coast Of the island of Cuba. This 
guano is deposited in caves, one of which was 
visited by the Consul, and estimated to eontain 
from 25,000 to 30,000 toas. The facilities for 
working these deposits are reported as being 
excellent. 


The bark William Hales, which left Singa- 
pore November 18th for New York, put into 
Cape Town on the 12th jnst., having been 
ashore. The vessel is leaking and has been or- 
dered to discharge cargo, which consists cf 474 
tons gambier, 50 tons pearl sago, 1110 ewt. zum 
copal, 44 tons cutch, 323 tons tapioca, 44 tons 
tapioca flour, 50 cases essential oil and 10 bales 
leaves. 


A discovery which overthrows the theories 
of anumber of Pittsburg’s best scientists, and 
promises to revolutionize the manner of using 
nrtural gas, has recently been made by Harry 
C. Campbell, of Pittsburg. The invention ise 
simple steel burner, using only forty feet of 
gas an hour, and producing a light of 200-can- 
die power. It is intended for lighting mills and 
other large places. 


The Halifax Chamber of Commerce requests 
the Dominion Government to take such steps 
as may lead to negotiations with the Govern- 
ment of the United States for a reciprocity 
treaty between the two countries embracing 
such trade arrangements as may be for the 
mutual advantage of both, including the fish - 
ing interests, which are of the greatest impor- 
tance to a large portion of the people.

By the payment of $90 for 
instance, this company guurantees to pay all 
claims which the insured firm may owe up to 
$5,000, which 1s the amount of policy $90 wiil 
buy for the first year, and $70 each subsequent 
year.—Boston Bulletin. 


In a previous issue, reference was made to 
the dissolution by limitation of the firm of 
Barstow & Whitelaw of 8t. Louis. Mr, Charles 
W. Barstow announces by circular that he will 
continue the business with the same corps of 
assistants at the same premises occupied by his 
predecessors—Geo. P, Whitelaw & Co.—and the 
late firm for the past twenty years; also that 
he has purchased the entire stock of Barstow & 
Whitelaw, including Whitelaw’s brand of 
boiled oil. Mr. Geo. G. Cowl is the New York 
representative. 


Messrs. O. B. Whittans and Kirk D. Pierce, 
representing the American Fishery Union,were 
in Buffalo last week on a tour of inquiry to all 
important points on the lakes to ascertain who 
are engaged in the fisheries, In view of the com- 
plicated reciprosity treuty between Canada 
and the United States these representatives 
propose to hold conferences with merchants 
and others interested in the great lakes fisher- 
ies with the object of bringing about harmony 
of action. From Buffalo they go to Detroit, 
Cleveland and Cyicago, 
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Mr. EB. A. Naville, lately manager of the 
Saint Denis Dyestuff and Chemical Company, 
of Paris, bas formed a copartnership with 
Mr. Charles Brigounet, under the name of 
Brigounet, & Naville, for cuntinuing 
the business of manufacturing dyes, 
founded by Brigounet pere in 1822 and 
conducted until recently by Voe Brigounet & 
Fils, dissolved January 1. This old house is 
thus passing into the hands of a third genera- 
tion. Mr. Naville is well known to the Amertl- 
can trade, having frequently paid this city a 
visit. 


An important inquiry in one branch of the 
big suit of the New York Grape Sugar Com- 
Pany against the Buffalo Grape Sugar Compa- 
ny, the American Grape Sugar Company and 
the Messrs. Hamlin,was begun Jast week before 
Special Master in Chancery Oscar Craig, of 
Rochester, at the office of Rogers, Locke & Mil- 
burn, in Buffalo. The present procerding is to 
ascertain the amount of profits derived by the 
defendants from the use uf the patent process 
of making starch, claimed to have been in- 
fringed. These, it is claimed, will exceed $500,- 
000. 


A large meeting of the drummers who hap- 
pened to be in Charleston, 8. C., was held last 
week tor the purpose of discussing the tax on 
drummers. The meeting was held at the 
Charleston Hotel under the direction of Mr. T. 
A. Fulton, representing E. H. Jaffrey & Co. of 
New York. A resolution was adopted and or- 
dered to be torwarded to Washington endors- 
ing the bill prepared and introduced into Con- 
gress by the Traders’ and Travelers’ Union of 
New York, providing that drummers may 
solicit orders in any State or Territory without 
the payment of any license or mercantile tax. 


Mr. William J. Lodge has closed his con- 
nection with Messrs. J. Fitzpatrick & Co. and 
gone with the Soule & Williams Paint and Glass 
Co. of Kansas City, Mo., as their secretary. 
Mr. Lodge first entered the window glass busi-

J. Howard Robinson, of the flaxseed elevator 
firm of M.8. Robinson & Co., Chicago, entered 
suit in the United States Circuit Court of that 
city lost week, against Alexander Hardy, Wil- 
liam G. Metzger, Ellwood G. Wilson, and Albert 
Dickinson to recover $50,000. The suit is for 
an alleged malicious prosecution and arises 
out of a contract made Nov. 30, 1883, for the 
storage of 44,000 bushels of flaxseed on which 
certain advances had been made. The defend- 
ants had Robinson arrested for alleged fraud 
and held tothe grand jury, but no bill was 
found. Robinson entered a counter suit 
agaiuet the same parties in the Cook County 
Circuit Court, which is still pending. 


Mr. 8. R. Van Duzer retires from the active 
control of the wholesale drug business con- 
ducted by him for many years, but will remain 
as special partner witb an interest of $50,100 in 
the new firm of Van Duzer & Co., consisting of 
Megers. Selah Van Duzer, David 8S. Sears and 
James Miller, as general partners. The gentle- 
men named have been connected with the 
housv for almost a quarter of a century. The 
business of importing and jobbing of drugs and 
sundries. also manufacturing pharmaceutical 
preparations bearing their special trade mark, 
will be continued by the new firm as heretofore 
at the old place. They start uuder very flat- 
tering auspices. 

Intelligence from Berlin says that Emperor 

William has signed the Spirits Monopoly bill 
and submitted it to the Bundesrath, The bill 
proposes to compensate those deprived of a 
livelibood through its operation on the basis of 
a two years income to each person ten years in 
the trade. The traffic will be controlled bya 
monopoly ministry, which will appoint agents 
to do the whulesale vending of the refined 
spirits, the Federal States appointing the re- 
tailers. Restaurateurs, etc., by special favor, 
will be allowed to sell spirits obtained from the 
monopoly without regard to prices enacted by 
the State retailers. Possession of brauntwein 
by private persons above a specified mininum 
will be a penal offense, also the importation of 
raw or refined spirits. Communes will be em- 
powered toadd (0 per cent tothe monopoly 
selling price. This bill if passed, will go into 
operation in August, 1:88. 


Several gentlemen representing the Travel- 
ere’ Protective Association, which has a mem- 
bership of 260,000, appeared before the Senate 
Committee on Commerce last week and sub- 
mitted a petition for the removal “from the 
statute booxs of our land laws obnoxious and 


detrimental to the good of our common coun- 
try.” The obnoxious laws are those under 
which State and municipal taxes are imposed 
upon commercial travelers. Such laws, the 
petitioners contend, are in violation of the 
Constitution. Merchants and manufacturers, 
they say. pay the United States and separate 
States a license tax for selling all goods and 
wares distributed by them, and States have no 
right to raise a revenue from non-residents by 
imposing a tax which they do not impose on 
their own citizens. The members of the asso- 
ciation, the petitioners say, expend annually 
for personal expenses $382,500,000. ‘‘An associ- 
ation,” they say, “making such expenditures 
and representing such vast interests, feels it 
but justice to asx our lawmakers to give us 
such an equitable adjustment of trade laws 
that there may be harmony among the States, 
and that we may have no fungus growth upon 
our statute books to the detriment of one class 
for the advancement of another.” 


CORRESPONDENCE. 


The Trade Outlook. 
8r. Louis, Jan. 14, 1886, 
Editor O11, Parnt & DrvuG REPORTER: 

No branch of business has labored under 
greater depressing influences during the past 
ten years, than that of the dealer in drugs. 
During all this time there has been going on 
one almost continuous depression in the cur- 
rent value of this species of merchandise: It 
may safely be stated that a stock of goods in 
this line, that in 1876 was worth $100,000, can be 
bought to-day for from $50,000 to $60,000. In 
the face of such a decline in values, isita 
wonder that the business has been unproduct- 
ive, or that those engaged in its various 
branches, especially during the last two or 
three years, haye felt greatly discouraged over 
the outcome? Manifestly, when they look 
back over this unprofitable period and count 
up the hard work they have performed, the 
risks they have taken, and see the pitiable re- 
turn that has resulted therefrom, they can en- 
tertain no other feelings than those of disap- 
pointment and dissatisfaction. 

It is contended by the commercial statisti- 
vlan that there are cycles in trade—tkat in the 
course of seven or ten years business rises to a 
maximum of prosperity or falls to the lowest 
point of adversity, but whether such is the fact 
or not, it is evident enough to those engaged in 
the drug trade that they have all been on the 
down grade for these many years and have 
reached a level below which there is no practi- 
cal avenue to proceed further. It has been 
nothing but down, down, all the time and we 
may safely conclude thatthe ultimate bottom 
has been reached—where the road leads gently 
onward and upward and where the green hills 
of assured improvement can be distinctly seen 
beckoning us to ascend to their invigorating 
summits, and once more enjoy the enlivening 
breezes of commercial prosperity. From the 
ground on which we now stand there is no 
other road that can be travelled, and there is 
no {ncentive to remain where we are, but on 
the other hand there is every inducement for 
us to catch the prosperous breeze that is al- 
ready blowing and move confidently along the 
ascending cycle of business affairs. On every 
hand the outlook is encouraging. All neces- 
saries re quired for the suppiy of human wants 
arein superabundance in every part of the 
country and can be obtained at prices within 
the reach ofall. In our own line importers, 
owing tothe prevailing depression, hold ex- 
ceedingly limited supplies of goods. Vor the 
same reasons jobbers have all along been pur- 
chasing from hand to mouth, and consequent- 
ly are carrying unusually small stoeks from 
which tosupply the country trade, while the 
country trade actuated by the same principle, 
have only laid in goods t» meet the momentary 
demands made upon them by the consumer. 
The result of all this is that the stock of goods 
held by all classes of dealers is inordinately 
smalland must soon be largely increased. The 
retail dealer must soon replenish from the job- 
ber, and he in turn must either import more 
largely himself or draw on the stock of the 
regular importing houses to supply his wants. 


This process will inevitably show itself in the 
near future, as all must prepare themselves for 
the trade of the spring, and once in lively ope- 
ration prices will stiffen and advance, 8o soon 
as this condition of affairs manifests itself, the 
rusb by all classes of dealers tu increase their 
stocks before values inordinately appreciate, 
willset in and the full tide of commercial 
prosperity will be upon us. Among other col- 
lateral causes increasing the stimulus to larger 
business and an advance in prices, is the silver 
question now undergoing a general agitation 
both in and out of Congress. Pay off a $10,- 
000,000 call of bonds with the coined silver dol- 
lars of present value (about 78 cents as com- 
pared with the gold coin representing 100 
cents), and it willnot be many weeks or days 
perhaps, before all imported goods will cover 
the difference by anadvance of 20 or more per 
cent., for their value is guaged by the money 
standard of the country from which they come. 
This is as inevitable as the forces of gravity in 
the operations of nature, and no legislation can 
preventit. Following sharply thereafter will 
occur a like nominal advance in every species 
of merchantable property, for articles of like 
value, wherever produced, will bring the same 
price in the markets and the condition of in- 
flation will be here. Meantime the strife wi. 
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betoown goods before they reach the high 
prices toward which they will be rapidly tend- 
ing, and the business of the country will show 
an activity corresponding with this general in- 


centive to buy. Whatever may be the fate of 
invested capital for fixed income, the business 
of the country must assuredly prosper and 
fore many months are left behind us, we shall 
look back and wonder how dull times opp 

us 80 long. MERCHANT.

How Cutters in Philadelphia Obtain 
their Supplies of Patent Medicines so 


as to Undersell their Neighbors. 
PHILADELPHIA, January 16, 185. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DrvuG REPORTER: 

A paper read by Dr. Eccles recently before 
the Brooklyn Druggists’ Association gave some 
very valuable information regarding the meth- 
ode of the “Cheap Johns” of that city by which 
they were able to supply prescriptions to the 
sick of that community at prices demonstrating 
that “legitinnate pharmacists were swindlers.’ 
Information which hag come to my notice re- 
cently shows with equal clearness how at least 
one of our prominent ‘enemies of high prices” 
is not only able to supply at retail patent 
medicines at very attractive figures, but can 
even supply our jobbers below proprietors 
bottom rates. While such rascals as Fetter, 
having confederates like Totten, may escape 
the law owing to technical points, and thus 
continue their swindling operations, the public 
at least has a right to know the facts. I give 
you below as briefly as possible a description 
of the methods of this purveyor of cheap 
patents. 

He writes to the manufacturer stating that 
he has a given number of bottles of his medi- 
cines on hand, the wrappers and labels of which 
are in a damaged condition, and requests that 
wrappers, etc. be sent to him to repair the 
goods; or ifthe manufacturer prefers it, Fet- 
ter offers to send the goods to be re-wrapped. 
Sometimes this correspondence is conducted 
by W. T. Totten, a dealer in patent medicines, 
at No. 672 N. 10th street, in this city, in which 
case Fetter’s name is never mentioned; the 
only reference to him being as“a friend” to 
whom the goods belong, or as one from whom 
Totten desires to make a purchase, provided 
the goods are placed in a salable condition. 

Should the unsuspecting manufacturer send 
the labels, old bottles, probably bought from 
junk shop keepers are filled witha preparation 
made to resembie the genuine article, and the 
labela and wrappers are placed thereon. 
Should, however, the manufacturer ask that 
the goods to be re-wrapped be sent to him, 
bottles containing the genuine preparation 
(generally if not in all cases bought only after 
the manufacturer asks that the goods be 
shipped to him), are completely stripped of all 
wrappers and labels and are sent to the manu- 
facturer. When the bottles are returned re- 
wrapped by the manufacturer, the wrappers, 
etc., which have been taken from the genuine 
are then placed upon the bottles containing the 
bogus. Fetter bas no place of business, and his 
sales are usually made to Totten, ulthough he 
sometimes sells his goods to druggists, he gen- 
erally assuming another name for such pur- 
poses. The latest address (1223 Ridge avenue) 
which he gives is a beer saloon, at which he 
receives the goods, but he is living under an 
assumed name in another part of the city. 

To illustrate the modus operandi, let me 
recite the experience of a few manufacturers 
Sometime in the spring of Jast year Dr. David 
Kennedy received a request from Fetter for 
wrappers, labels and circulars to re-wrap two 
dozen bottles of Kennedy’s Favorite Remedy, 
which Dr. Kennedy complied with. Under 
date of May 3d, Fetter wrote the following 
letter: 

Mr. ». Kennedy, 

Respected Sir—Have written you three times 
for two dozen wrappers, labels and circulars, 
to rewrap that amount of Kennedy’s Favorite 
Remedy and have not received them or heard 
from you since, 80 I have concluded that some 
one in your employ is stealing your mail and 
that my letters have not reached you, so I will 
register this. If you will accommodate me 
with the above, I will try and return the favor 
in some way, will also pay for above on receipt 
of bill. If you prefer, I will send the goods to 
youto be repaired, Reference, Wm. T. Tot- 
ten, wholesale and retail patent medicine deal- 
er, Philadelphia, Pa. Please let me hear from 
you soon, and very much oblige. Very truly 
yours, ALBERT T, FETTER, 

1110 Thurlow st., Philadelphia, Pa, 

To this Dr. Kennedy replied that the labels 
bad been sent, and as Fetter had failed to re- 
ceive them, another lot might share the 
same fate. Therefore F. should send the 
medicine by express. In answer to this let- 
ter, Fetter wrote under date of May 10th: 
“Will forward them to-morrow. Have washed 
and cleaned them up 80 as to save time and 
trouble in repairing them.” These goods ar- 
rived and were returned in proper condition, 
On July 21, 1885, Dr. Kennedy received the fol- 
lowing postal card: 

PHILADELSIA, July 20, 1885. 

“Dear Sin—Have about five dozen of your 
Favorite Remedy in unsalable condition; if 
you would kindly send wrappers, ete. to put in 
good order you would much.oblige, or if you 
do not care to send wrappers, and would rather 
see the goods are genuine, will send them; 
please advise. WILuiaM T. TOTTEN, 

Patent Medicine Dealer, 
672 N, Tenth street, Philadelphia, ’” 


Dr. Kennedy hereupon immediately advised 
Totten to ship them to Rondout. On July 24 
Fetter bought five dozen Favorite Remedy of 
Messrs, Johnston, Holloway & Co. and on the 
following day Totten wrote, “Shipped to-day 
five dozen to be re-wrapped.” The goods ar- 
rived entirely stripped of wrappers, labels, etc. 
Upon the same day that they arrived Dr. Ken- 
nedy was put upon his guard by a letter which 
he received from a member of the firm of 
Johnston, Holloway & Co., who began to sus- 
pect Fetter. Dr. Kennedy hereupon came to 
Philadelphia and found in Totten’s store one 
bottle of a counterfeit preparation, and also in 
the store of a prominent drug firm 37 bottles of 
the same spurious article which had been sold 
to them by Totten who had obtained them 
from Fetter. The bottles were those in which 
Dr, Kennedy puta up his preparation and the 
labels thereon appeared to be genuine. It is 
evident that the labels, etc. upon the 38 bottles 
of counterfeit material were the two dozen 
which Dr. Kennedy had supvlied and those 
which had been taken from the bottles which 
were re-wrapped in May. 

On June 6, 1885, Messrs. A. O. Meyer & Co. of 
Baltimore received the following postal cara 

PHILADELPHIA, 6, 6, 83. 

“Srrs—A friend of mine has a little lot of 
Bull’s C. Syrup unsalable on account of jack of 
wrappers; would you be willing to send me 
wrappers or if so desired will send you goods 
to reshape, Thine,Wa. T. TOTTEN, 

672 North Tenth street, Philadelphia, Pa. 

To this Messrs. A. C. M. & Co. replied on June 
8 that he should ship the goodstothem. On 
June 10 Fetter bought of Fr.nch, Richards « 
Co. five dozen Dr. Buli’s C. Syrup (large) and on 
June 165 Totten wrote, **Shjpped you via. Phila.. 
Wil. & Balt. R.R. one box containing five dozen 
large Bull’s CO. Syrup which please remit me.” 
The goods when they arrived in Baltimore were 
stripped of all labels,wrappers, etc. and Messrs. 
A.C. Meyer & Co., after a somewhat extended 
correspondence with Totten, informed him 
that as the goods had been tampered with they 
could not tell whether they were genuine and 
consequently they refused to re-wrap thesame, 
They marked each bottle and re-shipped them 
tohim. Some of these were subsequently scid 
by Fetter (under an assumed name) to Mr. Geo. 
B. Evans of this city. Mr. Evans, when he 
learned that the same man who had sold them 
to him had sold him a counterfeit of another 
patent medicine, made inquiries of Messrs. A. 
C. M. & Co., who recognized the bottles by the 
marks placed thereon. When sold to Mr. Evans 
they contained all the proper labels and wrap- 
pers some of which were torn and bore other 
marks of having been tampered with. 

In November, 1884, Fetter obtained wrappers 
for 7 bottles of “Lydia E. Pinkham’s Vegetable 
Compound,” and in March, 1885, he applies for 
two dozen more, Fetter and Totten have also 
sought to obtain wrappers for 6 doz, “Hood’s 
Sarsapariila,’’ for 8 doz. ““Cuticura Resolvent,” 
for “Ayer’s Sarsaparilia,” for 13 bottles of 
Hair’s Asthma Cure,” and for 30 bottles of 
“Wistars Balsam of Wild Cherry.” 

In most of these cases Fetter wrote that the 
wrappers had been damaged and washed off by 
reason of a flooded cellar in which he had 
stored his goods, The wet cellar seems to have 
followed him to all his various places of abude! 
On March 3, 1885 he wrote from 1,J10 Thurlow 
street to the Lydia E Pinkham Md. Co: “I 
have bad the misfortune to have my cellar 
flooded with water about two weeks since and 
just had it pumped out today.” In the same 
letter he also says: “I have removed from my 
old stand (635 Fairmount Avenue) on account 
of the wet cellar and leaking roof.” Mr. Jacob 
Cuerten who lives at 635 Fairmount Ave., and 
with whom Fetter resided pronounces the 
statement as to the wet cellar and leaky roof, a 
falsehood. Mr. Cuerten who is a shoemaker 
has his leather stored in the cellar. Mrs. Cuer- 
ten states that Fetter would take into his room 
the bottles which he had received and stored in 
the cellar and she frequently saw him in his 
room filling the bottles with liquids, and then 
taking them away. 

On October 12, 1885, Albert T. Fetter was held 
under bail by one of the Police Magistrates of 
this city on the charge of vending goods pur- 
porting to be “Dr. P. C. Sanderson’s Indian 
Herbs of ‘Joy,” but which contained countere 
feit wrappers. An indictment was found 
against him; and upon the trial of the case on 
6th inst., it was proved that he had come to Dr, 
Sanderson’s office and made inquiries as to the 
prices and manner of putting up the goods= 
that he had sold to Wm. T. Totten, 7 gross 
packages containing the counterfeit wrappers, 
and that he had also sold a quantity to Geo. B, 
Evans, containing other and better counterfeits 
of the same wrappers. But he was aquitted 
for want of legal proof of his knowledge that 
the wrappers were counterfeit. 

The “Herbs of Joy” are put up in pasteboard 
boxes and therefore, the flooded cellar story 
could not be used in this instance. The prose- 
cution upon Dr. Sanderson’s charge seems not 
to have turned him away from his methods; 


for, since he appeared before the Magistrate he 
has written for wrappers to Messrs, A.C. Ayer

CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


The Department declines to decide a qnestion 
raised as to whether pepper shells are entitled 
to free entry as unground pepper until after 
the Collector at Boston has rendered his decis- 
ion and the question has been brought before 
the Department on appeal. Soap stock is held 
to be dutiable at 25 per cent as expressed oil. 
on reports that it isa low grade of olive oil for 
lubricating purposes or use in making vleagin- 
ous preparations, 

The Collector of Customs at New York was 
instructed to refuse the request of a transpor- 
tation company that certain railroad companies 
be accepted as sureties on bonds taken at his 
office, as it is forbidden by Article 1,053 of the 

: general customs regulations. 


The Collector of Customs at Detroit, Mich., 
was instructed that no refund of duties can be 
allowed upon merchandise entered for con- 
sumption, and after payment of duties duly 
delivered into the custody and control of the 
importers, which merchandise was then des- 
troyed by aecidental fire before removal from 
the importer’s store. The fact that the usual 
penal bond had been taken did not place the 
merchandise in the category of being “ in the 
custody of the officers of the customs in any 
public or private warehouse under bond,” as 
prescribed by Section 2,984 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


A verdict:for the Government was rendered 
last week in a case tried before Judge Shipman 
anda jury inthe United States Circuit Court 
on a question of the forfeiture of imported 
goods for fraudulent undervaluation. Under 
the statutes the Collector uf the Port may for- 
feit the goods if the undervaluation was fraud- 
ulent, or he may levy 20 per cent additional 
duties if convinced that the undervaluation 
was not tainted with fraud on the part of the 
importer. In this case the Collector detained 
the goods pending an investigation inio the 
question of fraud, On hearing the importer’s 
explanation, however, becoming convinced 
that there was no fraudulent intent, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury released the goods, remit- 
ted the forfeiture, and assessed the additional 
duties. The importer sued to recever these du- 
ties on the ground that the Collector in seizing 
the goods had exercised his election between 
the two remedies, and could not, finding one 
untenable, give it up and resort to the other, 
The court upheld the contention of the Gov- 
ernment that, even if this were a case where 
the doctrine of election could be invoked, still 
the seizure by the Collector, without the insti- 
tution of any court proceediog to forfeit the 
goods did not constitute an election, and that 
the Government was right in imposing the ad- 
ditional duties. 


Assistant-Secretary Fairchild has written to 
the Collector of Customs at Boston in regard 
to a protest against his action in assessing duty 
on (644 gallons of dregs and water contained in 
30 barrels cod oil, in which he says that at the 
port of New York it is not the practice to make 
allowances for the ‘‘foots’’ (water and sedi- 
ment) in such importations and to do so would, 
in the judgment of the appraiser at that port, 
Open the door to fraud. The Department holds 
that inasmuch as the merchandise in question 
pays an ad valorem duty it would seem to fall 
within the tariff provisions prohibiting any al- 
lowance for draft except upon goods paying 
exclusively specific duties, and that under any 
circumstances dutics should be assessed on the 
quantity stated in the invoice and entry and 
found to have been actually imported. The De- 
partment therefore declines to authorize an 
allowance in such eases. 

The Assistant Secretary has also written toa 
correspondent in regard to the action of the 
Collector at New York in assessing the addi- 
tional duty of 26 per cent ad valorem on cer- 
tain merchandise which on appraisement and 
reappraisement was advanced more than 10 per 
cent above the entered value. It was claimed 
by the importers that the imposition of the ad- 
ditional duty in such cases isin the nature of 
& penalty which the Secretary of the Treasury 
has authority to remit, and that in view of the 
peculiar circumstances surrounding the case 
in question this authority should be exercised. 
The question was submitted to the Solicitor of 
the Treasury, and he has given an opinion that 
the said additional duty is not in the nature of 
a@ penalty within the meaning of the law, and 
that the Secretary has no power t« remit the 
same or any portion thereof when it accrues. 
The Department, therefore, declines to inter- 
fere in the matter.

The Dyer well on the Smith farm, is no longer 
a wystery, so faras getting the gauge is con- 
cerned. It is averaging 350 barrels a day. 

Operations in the Bradford, Allegany and 
“middle fields are falling off and on the first of 
February there will be a greater decrease in 
field work than on the last of December. 


The People’s Light and Heat Company will 


drill a well on the James Farley property and 
another on the Matthew Taylor farm, both

The English steamships Bernicia, from Mar- 
seilles, and Menzeleh, from New York, arrived 
in the Schuylkill river yesterday to load case 
oil on foreign acount. The Bernicia takes out 
80,000 casee for Bombay, and the Menzeleh 50,- 
000 cases for Pirsous and Patras, Greece.—Phila. 
Record, 


A charter has been issued to the Southwest 
Pennsylvania Pipe Line, of Oil City, with a 
capital of $500 000. The Directors are Benjamir 
Brewster, New York; Daniel O’Day, Buffalo; 
William T. Scheide and Joseph Seep, of Titus- 
ville. and Henry McSweeny, Oil City, The 
company will store and transport oil. 

Two test wells are to be drilled north of the 
Erie depot at Olean. One is situated on the 
Bascom farm, for which the rig is being bulit, 
and the other is located on the Blakeslee farm. 
At the last named small! quantities of oil have 
been found in that vicinity, and it is expected 
that these wells will fully test the territory. 


The Millerstown pool is now one of the moat 
important fields and will share the excitement 
with Washington before many weeks. At 
Reibold work is becoming more active. Five 
new rigs are going up andthe McJunkin well 
has been averaging fifteen barrels per day for 
some time which is a good average production. 


The paraffine works being built by Crummer, 
Caldwell & Fairfield, in the Eighteenth Ward, 
are under roof and will be ready for operation 
March 1. The factory is three stories in height, 
and will supply thirty men. Natural gas will 
be usedin the furnace, and the refuse of the 
oil refineries will be used under a patent pro- 
cess.—Pittsburg Com. Gaz. 


The chilling blasts of winter are not e«actly 
what prevents the producer from operating, 
nor can the depression in field work be attrib- 
uted to any lack of drillable territory; but on 
the other band the curtailment of operations 
show that there is no money in it at the present 
price oil is selling, for it does not pay to de 
velop the little territory outside of Washington. 


Russian oil is said to contain 40 per cent of 
salable products, of which 26 per cent. is illu- 
minant. American refiners of the first-class 
secure 90 per cent. of salable products for 
Pennsylvania oil. A broker remarked: ‘Give 
the Russian a barrel of oil for nothing and a 
gold dollar as premium, and he can’t do as well 
as America does with Pennsylvania oil.—Ez- 
change. 


One of the most active, prominent and intel- 
ligent officials of the Standard Oil Company as- 
serts that the consumption of crude oil and ite 
products by the world will exceed 100,000 bar- 
rels a day at some period within the next five 
years. Ifthe 8.0. C. man is right, the wild- 
catter bad better redouble his efforts or we 
will have an oil famine and high priced oil.— 
Bradford Era. 


The Filkins & Chapman well, on warrant 
8,782, is through the sand and dry. This makes 
the fourth failure at Kane since the opening of 
the Craig & Ceppeau well. It is not farfroma 
mile west and a trifle south from the Cappeau 
well. The location has not been considered of 
much account since the completion of the As- 
sociated Producers, and the Murphy wells 
south —Derrick. 


Guffey & Oo. of Pittsburg, wno have consid- 
erable tci:itory in ths upper end of Greene 
county, began drilling a day or two ago at 
Crab Apple Run. Murphy Brothers are sink- 
ing awellon the Parker Keys farm, Greene 
county. The contract was that the well should 
be put down 3000 feet, for which the contrac- 
tors are to receive $6000. During the past few 
days near two thousand acres of land in Greene 
county have been leased by oil men. 


The recent strike of natural gas near Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., by C. D. Robbins, of Burgetts- 
town, and Hon. Ben Fisher, of Wheeling, has 
greatly stimulated operations in leasing land. 
Leases have been filed at the County Recorders’ 
office securing to Mr. Robbins all gas privileges 
on farms of that vicinity except afew before 
secured on a venture by Vandergrift,of James- 
town, N. Y., for the West Virginia Fuel Com- 
pany. The consideration named in all leases is 
$1 annual rental for each pound pressure per 
square inch tor each we)! sunk on the property. 


A company of Western Reserve citizens has 
organized a company and wil! begin operations 
at once in and about Trumbell county, O. The 
capital stock is $50,000,and no pains will be 
spared to make a big thing out of the scheme. 
The pointer that started these moneyed men in 
the scheme is that a well started at Farmdale, 
ten miles from Warren, O., had yielded enor- 
mously, lighting up the region for miles 
around. A well at Mecca, the old and famous 
Mecca oil district, discovered recently has 
caused great excitement all over the coun- 
try. 

A lamp has been invented on a principle 
which precludes the possibility of the oil es- 
caping, and thus an explosion is made impos- 
sible. Our readers will be acquainted with the 
“unspillable” ink bottle, in which an inside 
channel of glass about two-thirds the height of 
the vessel descends from its top, having an 
open and somewhat nurrowed bottom, the ar- 
rangement making it impossible or nearly im- 
possible, for the liquid to escape. The same 
principle is adoptea in this lamp, from which 
the chances of the oil spilling are even fewer 
than the chances of the ink spilling. 


The most important of the growing manufac- 
tures of the state, outside of San Francisco, is 
in refined petroleum. In 1885 no less than I:0,- 
000 barrels of crude petroleum were produced 
in this State, and the refinery at Alameda has a 
capacity of nearly 500 barrels a day. The con 
sumption is checked by the combination which 
has been effected between the producers and 
the railway, by which the former secure a mo- 
nopoly ofthe market and fix their own price, 
Petroleum is evidently going to be the fuel of 
the future, and there is no surer fortune than 
a flowing oil well.—San Francisco Chronicle. 


Should the Washington territory prove as 
rich as now expected by some,it will bea 
knock-out for some scientists who have rather 
confidently expressed the opinion that oil 
would never be found in paying quantities be- 
low 2,500 feet. Itis claimed by some bears that 
the division of the Washington sand rock known 
as the Gantz and Gordon sands,eteo., are not di- 
visions at all, but merely pay streaks in a eand 
known to be 250 feet thick and possibly much 
thicker, It seems that no driller has ever gone 
through it. It is\said that the Farley gasser 
will now be put deeper for oil, and that a shoa) 
of wells will follow suit. 


Frank H. Taylor having profitably employed 
hie leisure hours in the oil businets has con- 
cluded to hereafter delve after crude instead 
of formulating deathless thoughts for a gasp- 
ing world to drink in. That is to eay he 
has left the editorial chair of the Oil City Der- 
rick and will devote himself to his extensive 
oil business. He has bad a long and useful 
career in oil country journalism, has grown 
rich at the business and no one will begrudge 
him the success achieved by his business capac- 
ity, an attribute conspicuously lacking in most 
writers. W. R. Johns, a pioneer of lower 
county newspaper men takes Mr. Taylor's 
place. 

In the middle field the drill is running more 
slowly than for six montbs past. Many have 
hung them up for the winter, and do pot seem 
to care whether they ever start again or not. 
The average well of the field at present requires 
from two to two and a half years to refund the 
money invested in its getting, and unless dollar 
oil ig assured the year around there will be 
much less work done this than last year. The 
fact is, much of the fattest of the field has been 
already drilled. What is left is edge territory 
and smaller wells must result. Some spots may 
be found that will prove fairly rich, but there 
will be few of them.—Warren Paragraph. 


The Taylor No. 2 at Phillipsburg, Beaver 
county, Pa., according to a correspondent of 
the Pittsburg Commerctal Gazette, continues to 
flow strong 26 barrels per day, The Taylor 
Baker is not over a 16 barreller now, if that. 
A rig is being built by the Galeys on the David- 
son property, in North Bridgewater, formerly 
called Sharon. This is near the mouth of 
Bradys Run, where oil was found in small 
quantities years ago. Many of the less experi- 
enced farmers refused to lease, owing toa 
timidity about signing a lease, fearing trickery 
because it is “oil men” they bave to deal with. 
Galey’s well on the McDonald farm, at Wood- 
lawn. is down 820 feet. 


The incorporation papers of the Buffalo Nat- 
uarl Gas Fuel Company have been filed with 
the County Clerk at Buffalo. The incorpor- 
ators are Daniel O'Day of the Standard Oil 
Company; Albert J. Wright, Banker; Artemus 
Warren, of the Commercial Advertiser; George 
P. Mathews, Joseph P. Dudley, George F. 
Southard, John McManus, Wilson S. Bissell and 
Charles W. Goodyear, lawyers. The objects 
are the manufacture of gas for lighting the 
streets and public and private buildjngsin Buf- 
falo. The capital stock is $25,000. The compa- 
py have petitioned the Board of Aldermen for 
permission to lay pipes in the streets. The 
three old gas companies will oppose the new 
plan bitterly. 


Solidified Petroleum Compound.—This is a 
new and important use for petroleum, and is 
especially designed for removing and prevent- 
ing mineral deposit in locomotive and station- 
ary boilers’ Petroleum being anti to lime and 
magnesia it is clearly demonstrated that it will 
remove all scales from any boiler which may 
bave formed from \ to inch thick in less 
than thirty-five to forty days. It contains no 
acid and will leave the boilers as clean as when 
new from the shop. It is claimed by the use of 
this new discovery that scales in any boiler can 
be removed without the least injury to the 
iron, saving from twenty five to thirty per 
cent. in fuel, and that the boilers will last from 
five to seven years longer.—Foreign Exchange. 


Mr. 8. G, Bayne, a leading oil man of Brad- 
ford. Pa,, bas been at the St. James Hotel for 
several days. “There is very little money to 
be made in oil nowadays,” he said. *Overpro- 
duction and the tendency of people to buy and 
sell what they haven’t got—on a margin —has 
knocked the price of oil down toa very low 
figure. At the least calcula:ion there are forty 
millions of barrels of surplus oil above ground 
to-day. This is kept by speculators to bull or 
bear the market, as they see it. Again, if oil 
takes an upward tendency some new well will 
be discovered, and out the bottom qf the mar- 
ket will go. There seems to bea new well al- 
ways on hand to bother regular producers. No 
large fortunes can be made ia oil to-day.” 


The Kane pool is not altogether dead yet 
and there is undoubtedly a comfortably rich 
field to operate in, but just how the money that 
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has been sunk into it can ever be recovered is 
what is puzz'ing those who are holding leases 
in the vicinity of the Craig & Cappeau well, 
Give Kane 5,000 acres of oil territory and it will 
take at least six months before a production of 
10.0.0 barrels can be reached It is eafe to say 
that for every barrel that Kane has produced 
there has been a falling off of five barrels 
throughout the little territory and yet we have 
ninety cent oil. Now Washington has got the 
same craze and property holders are baiting 
their hooks preparatory to catching suckers in 
the same manner as Griffith drew them on 
since the Dyer well was struck.—Bradford Era. 


Charters have heen granted by the State De- 
partment of Pennsyl. ania to companies which 
expect to create a revolution in the matter of 
supplying heat and light. The capital stock 
of each of the companies is only $1.00, but 
provision is made in the applications filed for 
any increase desired. They are called the 
Hydro-Carbon Gas Fuel Companies of Pitte- 
burg and Allegheny, and are to furnish gas for 
heatand heating purposes made from coal, 
petroleum, water, and other substances. The 
directors are: W. H. Ellis, Springdale, Alle- 
gheny county; Joseph Stratfeld, J. M. Gueky, 
and John E. Riddall, Pittsburg; and Max 
Klein, Allegheny. Charters have also been 
granted to the Natural Fuel Gas Companies at 
Sharon and Shbarpsville, Mercer county, witha 
capital of $50,000. Both these companies are 
controlled by the Standard Oil Company. 


A Pittsburg broker, who c.nsiders himself 
well posted, does not believe that the Nobel 
Bros., the kings of the Ruesian oil field, have 
failed. He professes to believe that the Stand- 
ard Oil Company is the capitalist of that con- 
cern. That might be and yet there be a fail- 
ure—not because the Standard could have pre- 
vented such, but the company may have con- 
cluded it was time to shut down on the Russian 
oil business. Tne Standard’s object in securing 
control of the Nobel Company would unques- 
tionably include the power to “shut down” on 
sight. The only other perhaps would beto geta 
vantage ground in case European powers 
should discriminate in duties against Ameri- 
can oil in favor of the Russian production, as 
Germany has done. The petroleum field the 
Standard cannot capture will have to be devel- 
oped in some other of the spheres that whirl 
through illimitable space than this earth of 
ours. On it the comy any is planted as a mon- 
opoly of the universal sort.—Pittsburg Dis- 
patch. ; 

A canvass of the Kane field shows It isa story 
soon told. There have been three wells com- 
pleted since the first of the month, of which 
every one has proved a failure, and since then 
there has been a general shut dewn, Since the 
first of the month there have been two rigs 
started, which is all the new work for this 
month, those being Craig & Cappaus No. 6 and 
Bayne & Fuller’s No.2, The Murphy well was 
abandoned at the depth of 1,500 feet, but it is 
understood that drilling in will be commenced 
shortly.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


“ What’s in a Name?” 

An important ejectment suit on trial before 
a judge of the Supreme Court in Brooklyn,and 
involving about $50,(00, was decided recently 
in favor of the Sone & Fleming Manufacturing 
Company. The plaintiff was Jobn Henry Rid- 
dick, who attempted by fraudulent represen- 
tations to get possession of the tract of land in 
Greenpoint occupied and owned by the ccm- 
pany above mentioned. The property in dis- 
pute formerly belonged to John Horn, the 
grandfather of Riddick, and when he died a 
mortgage covered the landin question. This 
was subsequently foreclosed when Riddick 
was about five years of age, and after service 
had been made on his guardian in the 
name of John Henry Riddick, the property 
came into the possesiou of the Sone & Fleming 
Co., a8 the result of the foreclosure. A short 
time since Mr. Riddick brought an ejectment 
suit against the real owners and occupants on 
the plea that he was not beund by the fore- 
closure proceedings, as his name was not stated 
correctly in the summons and complaint. He 
stated under oath that his name was Henry 
Riddick, without the Joho, and his stcry 
seemed so plausible that some of the jurors be- 
lieved it, while others did not, and on account 
of the disagreement,the case had to go threugh 
another trial, when the defendants were better 
prepared for the case. They produced evi- 
dencé to show that the guardian was appointed 
for John Henry Riddick; a letter written by 
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his deceased grandfather was also offered, in 
which he addressed his grandson as John 
Henry; the plaintiff also went under the same 
name in Alabama, where he was married and 
divorced under that name. An investigation 
of the records of the family Bible disclosed the 
same name there, and it was proven that the 
plaintiff made applications for life insurance 
under the name of John Henry. Riddick, The 
overwhelming evidence of the defense resulted 
in an immediate verdict against Riddick, who 
had perjured himself in the fruitless attempt 
to get possession of a property in which he had 
no right, title or interest. The offense was 
made so glaring in the faceof indisputable 
sworn facts, that a charge of perjury was en- 
tered against him after the trial was over, but 
through the intercession of his present wife, 
who pleaded hard for his release, the charge 
was subsequently withdrawn and the prisoner 
released from custody,

The report of Treasurer Friedlander showed 
a balance of $191.47, as compared with $234.13 
the previous year, and $196.63 for 1883. The 
report was accepted. 

Mr. Luther Maddocks of Boothbay, Me, was 
then asked by the chairman to enlighten the 
assembly on the development of the business 
in the new fish caught on the coast of Maine. 
He said that an abundant supply cf a distinct 
fish known as the “‘kiack,.’ is to be found along 
the Maine coast, It is evidently from Alaska 
and the speaker thought the “kiatk’’ wad 4

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fish would take the place of menhaden in time. 
Two factories started last July at Boothbay 
and Bristol for rendering the “kiack” into oil, 
and the result is given below:

The next business announced being the elec- 
tion of officers, Dr. Louis ©. D’Homergue the 
secretary, arose and expressed a desire to retire 
from the position which he has filled for several 
years, and said he was reluctartly obliged to 
withdraw after a connection of 13 years with 
the association, on account of new business 
arrangements. Messrs, Pryer and Maddocks 
were appointed tellers of the election which 
resulted as follows, Mr. Fowler having declined 
to serve another term as chairman:

Vice-Presidents—John Luce and Thos, F. 
Price. 

Secretary and Treasurer—Oscar O. Fried- 
lander. 

Mr. Fowler then retired from the chair to 
give place to Mr. Church, who returned thanks 
for the honor.

The much looked for discussion on the sec- 
ond bill (published at the foot of these pro- 
ceedings), Which Senator Sewell of New Jersey 
introduced in the United States Senate to 
harass and ruin the industry, was upened by 
Dr. D’Homergue who was in favor of immedi- 
ate action by the association to prevent the 
passage of such an iniquitous measure. He 
was rather forcible in his denunciation of the 
proposed bill, and introduced Mr. Henry A. 
Reeves of Greenport to emphacise the protest. 
This gentleman was appointed a committee of 
one at the last annual meeting to represent 
the association at Washington when necessary, 
to remonstrate against Congress passing any 
laws restricting menhaden fishing. He said 
there was a tendency to make legislation more 
dangerous to fishing than ever Lefore. The 
present bill did not stop at regulating the in- 
dustry but weuld ruin the whole business if 
allowed to become a law. Mr. Reeves said he 
corresponded with Senator Lapham concern- 
ing the first bill and learned that it could not 
possibly go through on account of the 
press of other more important matters. 
He recommended that representatives of the 
associution have an audience with the Senate 
committee having the bill in charge, as well as 
Mr. Lapham’s successor. The better way he 
thought would be to defeat the bill while in the 
hands of the Senate Committee; if it should be 
favorably recommended for passage, the Senate 
would follow the recommendation no donbt, 
and the fate of the bill would then depend on 
its consideration by the House Committee. 
This whole agitation, he said, rests on an 
assumption—not on facts. He thought thata 
great pressure would be brought to bear on the 
lawmakers from interested New York sources, 
to have the bill enacted into a law. 


Mr. Luther Maddocks moved the appointment 
of a committee to draft resolutions expressing 
the sentiment of the association on the threat- 
eued legislation and the question of the Cana- 
dian treaty. Asthe motion was popular and 
prevailed without a dissenting voice, President 
Church selected as a committee, Messrs. Reeves, 
Potter and Maddocks, who subsequently intro- 
duced the following paper after a short con- 
ference: 


WHEREAS, This convention represents one of 
the largest brancbes of American sea coast 
Rqborten; oot, pal 

HEREAS, is now pending in Congress 
whicb, if enacted, would utterly destroy the 
menhaden fishery; and, 

WHEREAS, we hold that such legislation is at 
variance with the inalienable and constitu- 
tional rights of American citizens; therefore, 

Resolved, That the association renews and 
reiterates its declaration of last year which 
protested against any legislation by Congress 
or by State Legislatures designed ur calculated 
to interfere with the free pursuit and capture 
of menbaden in any waters ot the United 
States, and we again respectfvily insist that no 
sufficient proof has yet been obtained to 
warrant the claim that restrictions upon the 
catch of menhaden will in any appreciable de- 
gree tend to preserve or promote any other 
branch of the fisheries; and we enter this pro- 
test with still greater emphasis because the 
pending bill proposes not to regulate or restrict 
but to practically extinwuish our industry. 

Resolved, That aside from the large money 
values which the products of the menhaden 
fishery qouaey contribute to the commerce 
and trade of this country, we claim that our 
business is in an especial degree deserving of 
encouragement and public favor because, 
while asking no bounty and seeking nothing 
but the freedom of fishing which we believe to 
bethe only safe and rightful line of public 
policy, the operation of the menhaden fishery 
bas been to cheapen fish oil from 60 cents a 
gallon in 1870 to less than 30 cents in 1886, and 

| has almost stopped the importation of Pern ian 
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to the American peuple the great advantages 
of cheap oil for the industrial arts and cheap 
fertilizers for the former. 

ResoWwed, That this Association, sympathizing 
with the other branches of the fishing industry, 
respectfully protest, against any renewal of 
negotiations with Great Britain, relating to the 
fisheries or the reference of the subject to any 
commission representing this country. 


President Church suggested that the subject 
of degras grease be taken up for discussion, as 
there was an impression that it should pay a 
duty asa manufactured article, He thought 
the members would not object to being en- 
lightened relative to the trade in degras in 
competition with menhaden products, and 
called upon Mr. T. M. Ware of Boston to ad- 
dress the meeting. The gentleman referred to 
appeared somewhat surprised at the announce- 
ment of his name, as he had not come with the 
intention of speaking, but said be would gladly 
give all the information at hiscommand. The 
cheapest grease in the market for stuffing 
seather he declared to be degras, and for this 
use it was interfering materially with the sale 
of menhaden oil, as the large importations 
would show. About 50,000 barrels per year 
were received in this country, nearly all of 
which went to Boston, and he knew one dealer 
in Boston whose annual sales of degras were 
10,000 barrels. Asto it being a manufactured 
article, he submitted evidence in the shape of 
an Official anaiysis by a New York chemist, 
which showed :

The speaker conteuded that the mixing of 
saponifiable and unsaponifiable matters meant 
a process of manufacture, and as degras grease 
only pays a duty of 10 per cent as an article not 
manufactured, the attention of Secretary 
Manning of the Treasury should be directed to 
the manner in which the tariff laws are being 
evaded, and he believed the error would be 
rectified by a change to the rightful duty of 25 
per cent. Sod oil, he said, was entered until 
recently at \0 per cent, but its true composition 
becoming known to the customs authorities, 
the duty was changed to 25 per cent. on account 
of its fish properties, and he recommended that 
similar efforts be taken in regard to degras 
grease. 

Mr Friedlander—It is strange that Boston re- 
ceives 80 much degras stock while New York 
receives little or nothing. 

Mr Pryer—A dealer here can buy it cheaper 
in Boston than he can importit. That is the 
only reason. 

Mr Friedlander—I agree with Mr Ware that 
the attention of the Secretary of the Treasury 
should be called to this matter and ifitisa 
manufactured article have the duty increased 
to 25 per cent. 

At this juncture the meeting took a recess 
for lunch. 

At the afternoon session President Church 
requested Mr Fowler to occupy the chair as he 
did not feel well,and the request being ac- 
ceded to, the proceedings were opened by Dr- 
D’Homergue who suggested that as the time 
was now near at hand for the appointment of a 
fish commissioner of New York it would be 
well for the association to recommend 
some one. Messrs. Fowler, Friedlander, 
Reeves and President Church followed in the 
discussion. The latter gentleman compli- 
mented Mr. Blacktord and said that he was the 
greatest power in the fishing interests. Re- 
garding the agitation about menhaden fish- 
ing destroying food fish, Mr. Blackford had in- 
formed him that mackere) sold as low as 10c 
a basket and codfish 75c per hundred 
which is an excellent argument in favor of 
menhaden fishing, showing as it does that food 
fish were abundant during last year and ata 
time when enemies of the industry were crying 
out against it. ‘‘We have converted Mr. Black- 
ford” said Mr. Church, “and should use our 
influence in retaining him.”’ 

Dr. D’Homergue—I was unaware that he had 
been converted to our way of thinking. 

President Church—Mr. Blackford was for- 
merly of the opinion that menhbaden fish 
spawned in the spring. At my request he se- 
cured specimens from differeut waters to ex- 
periment with in his laboratory at the Fulton 
market, and he was convinced by personal in- 
vestigation that they spawned in the fall and 
early winter. That is how he became convert- 
ed. 

Mr. Church moved that the President and 
Secretary be authorized to memorialize the 
Governor on behalf of the reappointment of 
Mr. Eugene Blackford, giving reasons for 
such astep. Mr. Otis of New Jersey, moved 
to amend that such memorial be signed by the 
members from New York State, and Mr 
Church accepted the amendment. Other gen- 
tlemen spoke to the question and the motion 
as amended was unanimously adopted. Mr. 
Reeves was requested to draft such a memor- 
ial, and has done 60. 

Mr. Friedlander—Would it pot be well to 
state in the motion why we recommend him? 
It is not for political reasons. 

Acting Chairman Fowler—It might be stated 
that we indorse him on account of being com 
petent and thoroughly conversant with the 
fisheries of the United States. 

The motion was then adopted with that un- 
derstanding. 

Upon the suggestidn of Mr. Luther Maddocks 
the Chairappointed Messrs; Reeves, Friedlan- 
Hor aut Frdot da a Hogtetseeed Art CeMoldtions to 


whom all papers are to be referred at next 
meeting. 

The question of regulating the sale of men- 
haden products was the next topic broached 
by Mr. Friedlander. Sharp competition and 
forced sales had caused the present deprecia- 
tion of values he said, and he suggested a con- 
trol of the market by united action as a rem- 
edy. He thought the price could be kept up 
to the relative value of whale and other oils. 
He closed by suggesting the appointment of a 
committee to consider the subject and report 
before adjournment. 

Mr. Fowler—I suppose Mr. Friedlander 
wouldn’t care to be that committee and do the 
advancing. 

Mr. Friedlander—I am not prepared to answer 
that question. 

President Church—We should protect those 
who make an effort to support a weak market 
by holding on to their property while offerings 
are tree. There isone member among us who 
has carried nearly all of his stock ofthe year 
before up to 29c, when others unloaded their 
stock on a drooping market. If that particu- 
lar member had done likewise where would the 
market have been? I move (the speaker being 
out of the chair) that a committee be appointed 
consisting of Messrs. Pryer, Friedlander and 
Luce to investigate the matter and report in 15 
minutes. 

This committee on the sale of oil and guano 
promptly reported the following: 


“This committee have arrived at the conclu- 
sion that the subject of arranging for the dis- 
posal of our oil product is one of so much im- 
portance that proper justice cannot be done to 
the subject in 15 minutes, theretore they can 
only report progress and would respectfully 
suggest that the subject under consideration 
apply to guano as we'l as oil; also that W. J 
Carroll of Baltimore be added to the commit- 
tee. The committee, however, recommends 
that no product be sent to market unsold, as 
this is damaging to all interested.” 

The report was accepted and the committee 
continued. 

Mr. Fowler made a motion advising the Ex- 
ecutive Committee to confer with Senator 
Hawley of Connecticut, Senator Evarts of New 
York and Senator Aldridge of Rhode Island, 
with the view of being in readiness to fight the 
proposed bill, and make arrangements for a 
hearing when necessary. 

Mr James B. Church—Wbhy not add Senator 
McPherson of New Jersey? Heis a good Dem- 
ocrat and would have considerable influence. 
We should havea Senator from every state to 
speak a good word for us, especially from New 
Jersey. . 

Mr. Otis offered an amendment to Mr. Fow- 
ler’s motion to the effect that members from 
different districts be appointed a committee to 
assist the Executive Committee, which was 
adopted and the Chair named Mr. Otis for New 
Jersey, Messrs. Luce and Brown tor Delaware, 
Mf. Morse for Virginia and Mr. Carroll for 
Maryland, who are to act as agents of the asso- 
ciation in the legislative matter, in conjunction 
with the standing commiitee. 

Mr. Fowler announced that Senator Aldridge 
would keep the association informed as to 
movements at Washington. The bill is now 
before ‘a sub-committee, known as the fishery 
committee, baving been taken out of the hands 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations, After 
further remarks on the subject, the Treasurer 
suggested an increase of funds and he was 
authorized to make an assessment and collect 
when needed. He was also instructed to invite 
Hawkins Bros. and P. White & Sons to become 
members of the Association. 


Upon motion of Mr. Friedlander and an 
amendment by President Church, a vote of 
thanks was tendered the retiring president and 
secretary, and a testimonial ordered in the 
shape of a silver cup suitably inscribed, for 
presentation to each. 

President Church suggested that the fishing 
season be started later, as there is too much oil 
and prices have dropped to almost nothing, 
notwithstanding the fact that the fishing fleet 
has been reduced from 90 to 50 vessels. He 
thought it was due to the principal holder of 
oil that the opening be postponed to July. Mr. 
Fowler seconded the suggestion and said that 
asmany fish would be caught from July to 
November, as if operations commenced in 
May. The subject was finally dropped for lack 
of support and the meeting adjourned. 


Following is the full text of the bill which 
Senator Sewell, of New Jersey, introduced in 
the United States Senate to regulate the men- 
haden fisheries on the New Jersey coast, which 
is published by request;— 

Section 1, It shall not be Jawful for any per- 
son or persons, by day or night, to put, place, 
haul, draw or in any manner use any purse net, 
pound, fyke, weir or other appliance for the 
capture of menhaden upon the high seas with- 
in two miles of the Atlantic coast, or in any 
arm of the sea, river, haven, creek, basin or 
bay along the said coast within the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States and n°t within the 
jurisdiction of any State. 

Section 2. That it shall not be lawful for any 

rson or persons, by day or night, to put, 
place, haul, draw or im any manner useany . 
purse-net, pound, fyke, weir or other appliance 
upon the high seas within two miles of the At-’ 
lantic coast, or in any arm of the sea, river, ha- 
ven, creek, basin or bay along. the said coast, 
Within the jurisdictio# of the United Statesand 
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tthe capture of fish to be manufactured into oil 
‘or into fish guano or other fertilizing material. 

Section 3. That any person violating the pro- 
wisions of this act shall, upon conviction there- 
Of, ‘be liable to a penalty of $1,000, of which one- 
fourth shall be paid to the person upon whose 
dnformation the said conviction shall be had, 
and the remainder shall be appropriated to the 
United States Commission of Fish and Fish- 
enies, 

Section 4. That any steam or ‘sailing boat or 
vessel of any description, and any net or nets, 
‘or other apparatus or tackling, which shall be 
used, or shall be hired or loaned for the purpose 
-of being used, in any of the aforesaid waters, 
contrary to the true intent and meaning of this 
sact, shall be forfeited to the United States; and 
iit shall be the duty of the United States Mar- 
shals of the districts bordering upon the said 
coasts to seize the said boats, vessels, nets, 
‘tackling or other apparatus, and any Marshal 
making such seizure shall report the same to 
tthe United States District Court Judge of the 
‘district bordering upen that portion of the sea 
‘upon which such seizure is made, or of the dis- 
trict within which such seizure is made; and 
the said Judge, upon satisfactory evidence that 
ithe said boats, vessels, nets, tackling or other 
apparatus have been used, or have been hired 
or loaned for the purpose of being used, con- 
trary to the true intent and meaning of this 
act, shall condemn the same and direct their 
male at public auction by the said Marshal; and 
‘tthe proceeds of the said sale shall be devoted, 
first. to the payment of the costs and charges 
-of the said proceedings, and the remainder, if 
‘there be any, shall be appropriated to the uses 
of the United States Commission of Fish and 
Fisheries, 

Section 5. That any boat or vessel, net or 
mets, or other tackling or apparatus which 
shall be used, or which shall be loaned or hired 
for the purpose of being used, for any purpose 
ontrary to the provisions of the first or sec- 
ond section of this act, shall be liable for the 
(penalty imposed by the third section of this 
act, for which sum the said boat, vessel, net or 
nets, or other tackling or apparatus may be 
seized in port and proceeded against by way of 
dibel in any District Court of the United States 
thaving jurisdiction of the offense. 
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Placing a Tax on Oleomargarine. 


Representative Caswell, of Wisconsin, has 
‘dntroduced a bill providing for the tuxation of 
oleomargarine in the same manner in which 
‘whisky and tobacco are taxed. The object of 
‘the proposed measure is not to obtain addi- 
tional revenue for the Government but to 
suppress the traffic in oleomargarine by a heavy 
‘tax and the requirement of a Government 
stamp that would always expose the true 
character of the article. While proper efforts 
‘to uphold the dairy interests and to protect 
-consumers from fraud are entitled to sym- 
pathy, says the Buffalo Courier, Mr. Caswell’s 
bill is clearly an attempt to extend the author- 
ity of Congress beyond its legitimate sphere by 
mmeans of taxation. Congress having the power 
to regulate commerce with foreign nations and 

among the States, may largely restrict the 
trafic in oleomargarine, but it could not 
directly prohibit the sale of the article within 
the limits of the State in which it is manufac- 
‘tured. The exercise of the power of taxation 
not for the sake of revenue but to accomplish 
some other object is always a questionable use 
-of governmental power. A precedent may 
«indeed be found in the tax upon State bank 
‘metes whereby that currency was legislated 
-out of existence. Yet this measure had at least 
@ financial object, inasmuch asit was connected 
with the legislation by which a national paper 
-currency was created. If the sale of bogus but- 
ter can be checked by law it ought to be done 
primarily by State measures, and the attempt 
to place this entire traffic under the supervision 
of the general Government should receive no 
‘encouragement.

Effect of Age on the Quality of Cement. 


It has been ascertained from practical expe- 
‘rience with hydraulic cements (of which we 
may take Portland and Rosendale as typical 
-examples) that they gradually deteriorate in 
setting and hardening qualities by age, even 
when kept in dry situations. The material 
gradually absorbs moisture (even from the dry- 
est atmosphere) and carbonic acid, and chemi- 
cal changes take place in it analagous to those 
which take place when it is made into mortar 
for use. The longer the cement is kept the 
greater will be the extent of these changes, 
and consequently the greater the extent of the 
deterioration. Ultimately a cement may be- 
come quite useless from these causes. A cer- 
tain amount of air-slaking, however, is bene- 
ficial] to certain qualities of Portland cement. 
The latter, especially when underburnt, very 
frequently containsan excess of free caustic 
lime, which, when the cement is used imme- 
diately after ite manufacture, causes it to swell 
very considerably and sometimes destroys the 
masonry in which it is used. To avoid this very 
common danger English architects and engi- 
neers usually open at once the begs of Portland 
cement sent from the manufactory to the 
work, and empty the contents on the floor ui a 
room, leaving them there exposed to the air, 
and perhaps turning them occasionally for 
about a month before uée. The dry cement, if

To Prevent Undervaluations. 


Senator Aldrizh of R. I. intends to introduce! 


this week bis bill to prevent undervaluations, 
and will consult prominent customs officials as to 


some of its proposed provistions. He eontem-' 


plates a bill divided into eight sections aimed 
at different abuses and defects in existing laws. 
One section will repeal the law putting upon 
the Government the burden of proof of intent 
to defraud the revenue; another will relieve 
the Government of the obstacles in the way of 
fcllowing undervalued or fraudulently en- 
tered goods after their admission for consump- 
tion; another will devise a system of rewards 
of merit to consular and customs officials. Sen- 
ator Aldrich says that he has drafted his bill in 
such a manner that he is confident of the pas- 
sage of at least some of the more important 
provisions. It is so divided that sections to 
which either House will not agree can be 
stricken out without inpairing the value or use- 
fulness of the others. Congress, he says, is 
fully prepared to act upon a bill conforming 
with the recommendations of a number of ap- 
nual reports of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Some of the provisions of his bill, not yet fully 
matured, will be novel, and may not, in his 
opinion, meet with the views of the Senate; but 
he has no doubt that the sections relieving the 
Government of the greatest obstacles now en- 
countered in the prosecution of undervalua- 
tion frauds will be enacted into law. The bill 
will probably have the approval of the Treas- 
ury Department before it is introduced. 

The Ways and Means Committee have had 
almost daily informal discussions upon the 
question of tariff revision,and a variety of 
views have been advanced. Chair:aan Morrison 
says that the discussions have not yet taken a 
shape to justify any prediction as to what the 
committee will advocate. He says there are 
great differences of opinion, but that a bill will 
be framed as soon as possible and reported, 
Whether it will propose an extension of the 
free list, substitution of specific tor ad valorem 
duties or a reduction of rates cannot yet be in- 
ferred from what has been said in committee. 
Despite Mr. Morrison's statements, it seems to 
be the general belief among well informed 
members of Congrees that the tendency of the 
committee is toward an extension of the free 


list.

A Ruling on Trade Secrets. 


Chancellor Runyon, at Trenton, N. J., decid 
eda cuse last week which probably stands 
alone in the records of the Court of Chancery 
on account of the peculiar relief sought. The 
Court is a~ked to restrain a man from divulg- 
ing a secret. The complainant, Rudolph G. 
Solomon, ot Newark, claims to have discovered 
valuable secrets in connection with the manu- 
facture of cordovan leather and for coloring 
kangaroo, alligator and snake skins. He has 
been engaged in the business about eight years, 
and employed his bookkeeper and his superin- 
tendent, Hertz and Adolphi, with the under- 
standing that they were not to divulge the 
secrets of the business. Hertz and Adolphi, 
after obtaining the secrets, made arrangements 
with two strangers to go into business in New- 
ark and compete with Solomon. 

“That the facts set up in the bill entitle the 
complainant to relief admit of no question,” 
says the Chancellor. “A discoverer of a secret 
process of manufacture, whether patented or 
not, has property therein.” 

The case is simply upon bill and answer, and, 
although tho defendants deny the facts set up 
in the bill, Still,” says the chancellor, “if the 
injunction be dissolved, the secrets would be- 
come known and an irreparable injury 
would be done to the complainant.” 

The defendants also agreed not to divulge 
where Solomon buys and sells his material and 
where he sells his leather. This agreement the 
Chancellor regards as binding only during the 
term of employment, and no injunction in re- 
gard to that willissue. The defendents are, 
however, restrained from using the secret pro- 
cesses of which the complainant is the discov- 
erer.

New Oil Belt in Western New York. 


The present indications, writes a correspond- 
ent from Nile, Allegany county, N. Y., are that 
Nile is soon to develop an oil field equal to any 
in the Allegany territory. Twenty derricks are 
now to be seen on the surrounding hills, and 
most of the wells are fair producers, Seven or 
eight new wells will soon be completed, which 
will decide to a great extent the future of the 
fleld. Itisthe opinion of experienced opera- 
tors that a rich belt is near by. and that present 
Operations are on itsedge. The former sup- 
Position that this territory was continuous 
with the Richburg fleld seems hardly resonable, 
since the wells nearest Richburg are good for 
nothing but gas. No real gushers have as yet 
been opened, but the oil is of good quality, 
The wells are holding ovit quite KeFRHA LAriga

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@ Last week’s issue of the REPORTER contained 
an announcement of the death in Jackson, 
Miss., Of ‘Col. Edward Richardson, who had 
been a leading light of the cottonseed oil in- 
dustry. Since then a New Or'eans correspond- 
ent has communicated the following : 


“Col. Richardeon was the largest cotton 
planter in the country and probably in the 
world. He planted some 20,000 acres in cotton 
annually, and considering other crops, a total 
of not less than 80,000 acres. He owned 40 odd 
plantations in Louisiana, Mississippi, and Ar- 
kansas, marketed on an average of 15,000 bales 
annualiy, and was worth ali tne way from 
$7,000,000 to $15,000,000. Toall of this he gave 
his personal attention, even down tothe minut- 
est details of purchases and sales. Col. Richard- 
son was born in Caswell County, North Caro- 
lina, June 28, 1818. His father,a country mer- 
chant and planter, died while he was a boy 
leaving a widow and seven children. He was 
10 years old when he first attended school, but 
was raised to work with the field ‘hands at odd 
times. Only four years of this kind of school- 
ing was allowed him, and all the rest he knew 
he acquired unaided. Attheageof 14 he was 
placed in astore at Danville at $30a year. In 
1836 he was in poor health, and came south in 
search of a milder climate. He finally settled 
in Brandon, where he obtained work in a store 
at $75 a month, but shortly afterward went into 
business on his own account. He soon moved 
to Jackson and worked as a clerk until 1840, 
when he established himself as a merchant. In 
1848 he had accumulated $30,000, a good-sized 
sum in those days. In May of that year he mar- 
ried a sister of the late ex-Gov.’Robert M. Pat- 
ten, of Alabama, who survives him. The fruit 
of this union were four sunsand one daughter. 
They are: James 8., who lives in Bolivar, Miss.; 
William P., who lives in Vicksburg; John P., 
who is an extensive wholesaie dry goods mer- 
chant in this city, and two younger children— 
Charles P. and Miss Susie P., a charming young 
lady well known in the social circles of the 
South. In 1852 Col. Richardson opened a branch 
house in New Orleans under the title of Thorn- 
hill & Co. When the war broke out his wealth 
had increased to near a million, but all was 
swept away. He owned then five plantations 
and nearly 500 negroes, which at once became 
worthless, The close of the war found him in 
debt, but, full of hope and energy he reopened 
his commission house in New Orleans. He sold 
his places to advantage, reduced his debts, and 
had a good working capita!, whicn he increased 
day by day. In 1868 he leased the Mississippi 
State Prison, employing the laborers on his 
plantation at an enormous profit. He contin- 
ued this scheme as long as it paid. He discon- 
tinued his partnership with Mr. Thornbill and 
opened business with Mr. A. H. May under the 
name of Richardson & May, which firm con- 
tinues in business. In 1872 Col. Richardson 
purchased a controlling interest in the cotton 
mill at Wesson, Miss., which he rebuilt and in 
which a thousand hands were employed. He 
purchased the Vicksburg, Shreveport & Pacific 
Railroad, and from its subsequent sale derived 
an enormous profit. He invested considerable 
money in oil mills,and was vice president of 
the Refuge mill. Col. Richardson possessed the 
lost secret of the alchemists of old, “How to 
transmute to gold everything he touched.” He 
was a man of business habits throughout his 
life, and his private operations were so vast 
that they left him no time for political ambi- 
tion. He never sought or held any public 
office, and although he was a large stockholder 
in banks and other fiscal institutions, he never 
desired or felt that he could spare the time to 
take control of any of them In 1883, when the 
corporation of the World’s Industrial and Cot- 
ton Centennial Exposition at New Orleans was 
organized, after much urging on the ground 
that the leading cotton grower of the world 
should be president of an institution intended 
to commemorate the centenary of cotton pro- 
duction in America, Col. Richardson consented 
to take the first place in its board of manage- 
ment, and he subscribed $25,000 to promote its 
success. 

The Colonel’s body was removed to New Or- 
leans On a special train. The remains have been 
removed to Jackson and interred in the family 
tomb, which was constructed ten years ago at 
a cost of some $50,000. The tomb is one of the 
richest workmanship in the South, if not in the 
United States, and is surmounted by a statue of 
Col. Richardson, of Heroic size, which was exe- 
cuted in Italy at a cost of about $32,000.

There are signs of improvement in the paint 
market. It is true that the retail demand is of 
limited proportions as yet, but dealers and job- 
bers are sanguine that it will only require the 
advent of good weather to start a boom in the 
consuming trade. Cousequently, they are be- 
ginning to lay in stocks now while prices are 
low, because they think that the coming im- 
provement in general trade will affect values, 
and that such low prices as now prevail will 
not long continue when the demand begins in 
earnest. It is generally conceded that prices 
have reached the lowest ebb, and that any fur- 
ther depreciation would result in absolute loss 
to the manufacturers and grinders, and they 
believe therefore, that the only possible change 
must be inthe direction of an advance, espe- 
cially as everything in the outlook favors an 
upward movement. Jobbers are not placing 
large orders; but buy moderately, distributing 
their orders as much as possible, evidently for 
the purpose of preventing an early rise in 
wholesale prices. The market at present pre- 
sents a steady appearance. There have been no 
marked changes in quotations, but there is no 
disposition to force sales, and hence there is no 
weakness shown anywhere. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

The immediate future of the white lead mar- 
ket is still in a state of uncertainty. A meeting 
of the local corroders was held yesterday at the 
call of the chairman and was well attended. 
The situation was talked over but no definite 
action wastaken. Allwere in favor of bigher 
prices but are waiting for the West to agree to 
the change, and at the date of present writing 
the long wished-for result seems to be as far off 
as ever. The corroders report the demand as 
very g0od for the season, but they are not anx- 
ious to sell and avoid doing so where possible, 
The association quotations remain 7c for pure 
lead in oil in lots Of less than 500 lbs in wood 
and 7i<c. 60 days, or 24 per cent discount for 
cash in 15 days from date of invoice for 500 Its 
and over. For 25 lbs, 1244 Ibs and assorted 1 to 
5 lbcangan additional charge of Ic, 1340 and 
2igc respectively is made. The rebates are 2 
per cent on less than 10 tons, 3 per cent on J9 to 
25 tons. and 5 per cent on 26 tons and over pur- 
chased during the year. Rebates are payable 
Deo 31, 1886. 

The pig lead market is reported to be weaker, 
though if can scarcely be said to have declined, 
Holders have in some instances receded from 
their extreme pretentions of a week ago, and 
have shown a disposition to meet buyers, but 
this is only observable where the very common 
kinds are concerned. It was reported that 800 
tons were sold, mostly fer future delivery. at 
4655c, but we could only trace 200 tons Selby 
lead which was sold for May arrival at that 
price. This did not include cartage, the lead 
being delivered at the wharf. The other 
600 tons we understood were sold at 
400@4 65c. Refined seems to be as firm 
asever. The Western market showed no ap- 
Preciable change up to last mail advices. St 
Louis reports to the 16th inst state that prices 
are fairly well maintained under a light ds- 
mand. Future deliveries were quoted there at 
4 25@4 300, and spot at 450@4 35c, Messrs Ever- 
ett & Post write from Chicago on the 16 b:. 
**There has been no change in values of pig 
lead since our last report, spot commanding 
4 40@4 42}4c. Sales of 800 tons common and re- 
fined are reported to local trade principally, for 
spot, late January, and early February deliv- 
ery. The arrivals from the West are very light 
and the quantity of lead offering is small and 
confined to a few refiners. An excellent feat- 
ure in the lead trade is the entire absence of 
speculation, and fact that consumptiou is keep- 
ing pace with the production. The demand 
continues large for the season and the market 
closes firm at 4 40c.” 

Zinc oxide is selling moderately in a jobbing 
way but we bave beard of no further contracts 
for future delivery. The market is firm ani 
prices have an upward tendency, but no quota- 
ble change has occurred since we last went to 
press.

WINDOW GLASS. 

The cold weather that has prevailed during 
the past weck has restricted the demand for 
window glass. In many cases goods that were 
ordered for prompt shipment after the first of 
the year have been delayed in transit by the 
storms and the accumulation of freights, hence 
the dull appearance of the market. Dealers 
all complain of the unsatisfactory condition of 
trade, which is caused in a measure bythe 
sharp competitfon between two of the large 
importers. As one expresses it, “We are sit- 
ting still and let them book the orders, for the 
less we sell the more money we will save.’ 
The receipts continue to come to hand freely, 
and at the moment the stock is in excess of the 
demand, In the matter of discounts it is 
hard to say what they are] in the pres- 
ent unsettled state of affairs, and while 80 
and 5 is generally the price quoted it 
is claimed by some dealers that even these 
prices are shaded specially among the large 
buyers of the West. How long this state of 
affairs will continue it is hard to say, but in the 
meanwhile buyers are anticipating their spring 
wants and are securing cheap lines of goods. 
As might be expected from this state of affairs 
among the foreign dealers, the demand for 
American window glass is limited at tke mo- 
ment. It is estimated that the production for 
the past year was 748,824 fifty-feet boxes. The 
imports for the eleven months ending Decem - 
ber 1 were 756,830 boxes. At the present rate 


the production will be 2,683,440. The imports 
for the balance of the blast averaged on the 
same basis as forthe past six months, would 
be about 347,681 boxes, making a total of 3.556,- 
855 fifty-feet boxes July 1, which would neces- 
sarily leave unconsumed and on hand at the 
end of the blast, about. 31°,127 boxes of fifty feet.

Vegetable Olis. 

Domestic linseed oil of city make is still held 
steady at 44@i5c, and raw Calcutta oil at 49@ 
50c. There are conflicting statements about the 
position of the market for Western oil, caused 
by the secret meeting of crushers in St Louis a 
few days since with a view to the reorganiza- 
tion of the Western Consolidated Linseed 
Crushers Pool. It is reported that the price of 
oil had advanced le per gallon in the West 
since the meeting, and that a more important 
advance is expected this week, as the crushers 
are announced to meet again on Thursday in 
Chicago. There is very little confidence here 
in the contemplated pool arrangements for the 
reason as expressed to-day that the large mills 
would not enter a combination with the smaller 
concerns, as they have no interest in assisting 
to sustain life among that ciass of competi- 
tors. If left to themselves it is thought that 
the small concerns will go out of existence for 
laek of sustenance, Further developments are 
waiched with interest by the trade. Sellers of 
Western oil in this market report sales on 
Monday at 4ic,and bids are solicited at same 
figure, while the general quotations for car 
lota is 42c, The receipts of Western oil at this 
port during the week were 260 bbis and of flax- 
seed 11,480 bushels. A letter received this af- 
ternoon from a Kansas City correspondent 
says: “At this point the crop is estimated by 
the more conservative to have been in the 
United States about 9,000,000 bushels in excess 
of that of 1884." This is decidedly the largest 
estimate yet made,and is far from being a 
conservative opinion. The same correspond- 
ent says that Kansas and Missouri have given 
up flaxseed growing. 

Crude cottonseed oll has dropped down the 
scale at least 2c per gallon since our last re- 
port, owing to a much weaker feeling at the 
primary markets and limited movement of 
stocks at the source of supply. Crushers have 
been more anxious to realize on present hold- 
ings, and buyers being unusually favored, 
most of the liberal offerings on this and other 
markets were taken up, including 3,000 bbis 
spot and to arrive for refining purposes on the 
basis of 23@23}40 for strictly prime oil, 80 bbis 
off color grade for export on private terms, 250 
bbis off color for domestic coasumption at 20@ 
214¢c and 500 bbis of miscellaneous lots within 
the range of 21@23c, the latter for prime. This 
movement gave more strength to the home 
market and holders remained firm at the fig- 
ures quoted. The subsequent developments, 
however, were not of a nature to support 
prices as the mills at the South were pressing 
goods for sale and exporters could not 
be induced to make further purchases 
at the moment, while the wants of refiners 
have been apparently supplicd. A quiet feel- 
ing ruled at the close with free offerings of 
strictly primejoil at 23c,and offigrades at buyers 
figures. It was currently reported that a sale 
of the latter was made at l5c, but the article 
must have been of the character of tank bot- 
toms, as it is not necessary to offer dark oil at 
such a figure. The New Orleans market is 
quoted by wire to-night at 22c, with the de- 
mand below expectations and buyers holding 
off for lower prices. 

Refined cottonseed oil is still unsettled with 
the downward tendency the most prominent 
feature of the market, All sorts of rumors 
were current during the week, and they were 
circulated no doubt with the view of directing 
the course of values both ways, but the cloud 
of uncertainty which bas hung heavily over the 
market for some weeks past, was not lifted by 
the attempted speculative manipulation, and 
as subsequent events showed, the natural 
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Ceylon cocoanut oil is very slow of sale, and 
nominally quoted at 534@6c, according to pack- 
age, Cochin oil is jobbing at 734@8c. The fol- 
lowing is a review of the market from Lon- 
don: The exceptionally low values of tallow 
and other soapmaking products seriously crip- 
pled the trade in this article. The import into 
the country shows a falling off of about 3,300 
tons, and the consumption a considerable de- 
crease, the Continent alone taking about 2,500 
tons less than in 1884. The great decrease was 
in Ceylon oil, the shipments for the year end- 
ing September 30 amounting to only 4,000 tons 
as against 8200 in 1884. Cochin was within 240 
tons of 1884, but large quantities of this were 
simply on Continental account, and transhipped 
on arrival here without coming on the market. 
Our supplies from Mauritius were heavier than 
usual, and, with the exception of June and 
August, the market was fully stocked. Values 
realized compare most favorably with other 


\ descriptions. With the present small stock 


and limited quantity afloat there should, with 
the slightest improvement in trade generally, 
be a firmer and better tone. 


The market for olive oil is not quite so firm, 
and is nominally quoted at 7&@80c, at which 
range we have sales of 3,000 gallonsin a Jobbing 
way. The following is a review for the year 
from London: “Our supplies consisted almost 
entirely of Mogadore, the import of which was 
far in excess of anything we have had for many 
years past. What few shipments of Spanish 
that came in this market were on account of 
trade houses, mostly in fnifilment of forward 
sales, and with special guarantees as to quality. 
Imported into U. K—24,000 tons in 1885, 17,201 
tons in 1884, 30,935 tons in 1883 23,190 tons in 
1£82, 29,830 tons in 1881, 20,217 tons in 1880, 26,012 
tons in 1879, 20,503 tons in 1878, 31,146 tong in 
1877,”

Since the annual meeting of the Menhaden As- 
sociation last week, buyers have been making 
known their wante in anticipation of a move- 
ment to combine in regulating prices. Sales 
and resales aggregating 500 bbls have been 
made since then at 27, 2744@2é&c for prime North- 
ern oil to go into domestic consumption, The 
last named figure is exceptional, and although 
generally quoted, buyers are not disposed to 
entertain it, as the opinion prevails that it is 
the top notch of the market. Holders are 
more inclined to firmness and no free offerings 
are on the market.

The movement of lubricants for the home 
trade is confined to small lots for immediate 
use. Buyers can now be accommodated with 
future delivery at the presentschedule of rates, 
as some brands are offering as wanted, The re- 
port in these columns last week, that 10}¢c had 
been shaded for 50 bbl lots of 25 gravity paraf- 
fine, caused considerable comment in the trade, 
and manufacturers who have remained stead- 
fastly to the regular schedule of values, have 
requested particulars ; buyers are also anxious 
to know where lower prices will buy. We can 
only repeat that certain sales were made at 10c, 
but they were forced, and the quality is said to 
have been slightly off. This fact does not alter 
the regular market; exceptional sales in all 
grades are occurring all the time, but as a 
general thing these concessions are 
made in order to get hold of more 
important business. The old prices for para- 
ffine oils have not been deviated from except 
in rare cases when the seller has an object in 
view in accommodating aspecial customer. We 
know of several instances during the week 
where 10c for 25 gravity and 7}¢c for 28 gravity 
were refused. The latter price is doubtless re- 
ceived for important lots of the grade named, 
but all brands are quoted firm at 8c, and we are 
unable tb state where a lower figure would be 
accepted. Manufacturers and dealersare rather 
sensitive on this point, as prices are already too 
low for any reasonable margin and they cannot 
see how the regular prices can be shaded. The 
charaeter of the great interest manifested in 
the course of the market is an indication that 
prices will be maintained at all hazards, 

The market for neutral oils is without change 
in any particular. The destruction of a bleach- 
ing works by fire in Baltimore last week will 
not have any material effect on stocks or prices 
as the losers are well prepared otherwise to 
meet all demands, The present consumption 
is being drawn from the supplies on hand, as 
production is out of the question during the 
present disagreeable weather. Sellers continue 
to quote the same prices adopted months ago. 
and report that business is in a small way. 

Cylinder stocks are in good supply and about 
steady in price. Light filtered of 600 tést real 
izes some manufacturers 23c, while other 
brands are disposed of at 20c. This grade is 
made a specia/ty by some refiners, while others 
take more interest in the movement of dark 
filtered and steam refined, for which they quote 
much higher prices than the regular market on 
2ccount of improved quality. There are vari- 
ous makes of dark stocks and a wide range of 
values. Buyershave avaried assortment to 
select from. Under the head of datk grades, 
very cheap lubricants are offered to the public 
but the purcliasing public are not inclined to 

give particular attention to inferior quality. 
Black reduced oils are acknowledged to be 
selling at unprofitable figures, and reported 
sales of summer oil at 6c has almost paralyzed 
manufacturers who claim to be losing money 
at@éc, There is a decided opinion on this 
point and those who protest against such low 


values allege that the very cheap grades of oil 
are not “regular” in quality. An unusual ef- 
fort is being made to support the market, es- 
pecially on black oils, a8 prices are lower than 
the lowest. It might be well to state that the 
6c oil was offered by one holder and we have 
no occasion to speak of its quality, but other 
brands are firm at 64@7c. Zero oil and 15 cold 
test are still offering at 9c. The movement is

To-day a de 
cided change took place and a light rain set in, 
and apparently the weather will grow warmer, 
which will bring the backward receipts in more 
freely. In consequence of the light receipts 
this week, which amount to but 220 casks turp, 
the transactions were only on a small scale, and 
the few casks which changed bands were sold 
at 35@354c. Wilmington and Savannah sym- 
pathises with our receipts, which had the effect 
that the bulls have gradually forced the prices 
up in these two markets to 36c. If receipts con- 
tinue so light for the next few weeks, no tell- 
ing to what extent prices will be forced, espe- 
cially as rumors are current that some 
firms have to deliver large quan- 
tities of turpentine on contracts this month 
yet and bave to cover same.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, Jan. 19, 1886. 


A duller or more uninteresting market than 
that which has existed during the past week 
could not well be imagined. The bulls have 
tried hard but in vain to hoist values up to 89c, 
and the bears have labored assiduously but 
fruitlessly to force the market below 87c. The 
certificate market has fallen into arut and does 
not seem to have strength enough to climb out 
on to the solid surface. 


The daily record as told by the white-faced 
indicators has been'‘awfully monotonous. The 
history of oneday was but a repetition of the 
other. Business dwindled to ruch small pro- 
Portions that brokers were driven from the 
oil pit to the stock corner: Others who became 
disgusted with the way things were going re- 
treated to the reading room, where would-be 
chess champions played exhibition games. 

Brokers, with their gambling instincts 
aroused, crowded around the players and 
wagered round sums on their favorites. In this 
way considerable cash was put into circulation. 
The Exchange may yet develop an expert who 
will rival Zukefort. 


The Dyer well, on the Smith farm, is showing 
signs of exhaustion. Its production yesterday 
averaged 16 bbls per hour. Prospectors are not 
as anxious to secure land in advance of this 
well as they were a week ago. Land is now 
offered for $95 per acre and an eighth royalty. 
Scouts and operators are becoming suspicious 
of the.50-foot sand, from which the Dyer is 
said to be drawing its present production, The 
opinion is that the sand is treacherous. 

Mr. J. C. McKinney, of Titusville, told a re- 
porter that Washington may be a field yet, but 
that it will be slow to develop and expensive to 
operate. Water will, in his opinion, cause con- 
tractors a great deal of trouble. Mr. E. T. John- 
son, of Buffalo, thinks Washington will be a 
big field. Mr. E. H. Jennings. of Bradford, 
thinks the country looks spotted, has ragged 
edges, and possesses other geological inconsis- 
tencies. He expressed the opinion that the 
Dyer was flowing from tbe fifty foot sand. 
“Just look at it in a sensible light,” he said 
‘*Here’s Cannonsburg five miles to the north- 
west from the Smith well, and we find a dip of 
300 feet in the rock in that distance. Whatcan 
you expect from a rock that slides off like 
that ?” 


There are none bold enough to say that 
Washington has oil enough to pay for the 
search which is to be madethere. Compara- 
tively rew of even the prolific fields ever did this, 
yet drilling was prosecuted to the utmost limit 
all the same, and it is safe to say that Washing- 
ton will be drilled over, though the product all 
told should cost $5 a barrel above the average 
market price. 

The Kane field does not exhibit any symp- 
toms of growing. Instead it is falling to pleces, 
bit by bit. The Filkins & Chapman test is in 
and dry. Oil men who paid exorbitant prices 
for the territory are looking around for cheap 
men who will kick them through the forest. 
The titles to the Jand are in a jangle, and a 
bundle of law suits will result. Of Kane the 
Derrick says: “The gas has subsided in the 
Tennant well to such an extent that drilling 
may be resumed and prosecuted without much 
difficulty. The drillers were rearranging the 
connections Saturday for the purpose of an 
early start. Craig & Cappeau’s No 2 will be the 
next well in barring the Shirley & Hochstetter 
now shut down on top ofthe sand, This well 
might be brought in any time. Cappeau No 2 
isdae Wednesday or Thursday, The Kane Oil 
Company’s well on lot 426 will be in next 
week, and the wells on the Griffith lot will be 
straggling in about the same time. The Kane 
Oil Company is about as far along on the Grif- 
fiih lot as their neighbors. The Filkins well 
struck sand at 2,206 feet; it is 157 feet lower 
than the Craig & Cappeau well, which found 
rock at 2,345 feet. These figures show a dip of 
17 feet from Craig & Cappeau tw the Filkins 
well. Some 10 feet of sand was foundin the 
1 atter well, but it was no good. 

The Ancbor Oil Co’s No7at Kinzua, which 
was reported as a gilt-edged affair, will proba- 
bly disappoint its bear friends. Field men gay 
that it will not be better than a 20 barreller 
The sand. encountered in the lower strata was 
very inferior. 

The Millerstown oil field has been gradually 
increasing its production and now hasa daily 
output of 833 barrels. There are nins rigs up 
and building and eighteen new wells lovated, 
on which work is to start shortly. The largest 
producing Well is doing 100 barrels per day and 
the outlook for the future is considered flatter- 
ing. The older wells are holding up their pro- 
duction well. Clark & Co’s latest venture, on 
the Kennedy farm, in search of an extension to 
the old Thorn Creek field, is showing up nicely 
and is probably good for from thirty to fifty 
barrels a day, natural. It will be drilled deeper 
in search of the lower pay streak. It looks as 
if a southeastern extension of Thorn Creek 
would be found. 

The news that floated in from the field to-day 
was of no consequence, The market shuwed 
no signs of life until after two o’clock. Then 
the bulls, who felt refreshed by their long rest,

The Petroleum Situation Bullish. 


According to a writer in the Bradford Era 
there is no oll held in New York, Bradford or 
Oil City. The whole block is controlled by a 
few parties outside of the exchanges. At pres- 
ent the entire field looks very bullish and 
judging from the turn things are taking we are 
on the right road for $l oil. In the McKean 
field there are 14,000 producing wells,4,509 wells 
producing in the Allegany field, and 6,500 in the 
lower country or the remainder of the field, 
with a total daily production of 60,000 barrels. 
Most of these are new wells. There are 22,500 
producing 2% barrels per well and 2,500 pro- 
ducing 1% barrels, which is a total output of 
60,000 brrrels. The daily consumption is 70,000 
barrels, which shows that the consumption is 
10,000 barrels greater than the production, and 
yet if a soda water fountain is discovered in 
some part of the field the market must take a 
decided tumble, uo matter if the entire field is 


50 ; bullish. The pipe line company will soon find 


it impossible to run off all the oil on account of 
the pipes freezing up, and a general shut down 
will undoubtedly bring with it better prices. 
There is no cause for alarm in the Washington 
fleld, as it will take at least five or six months 
to put down another well, and as it is costly to 
operate there it will probably be two years 
before they get a production of 10,000 barrels 
The Gordon No. 2, Gabby No. 1, Gantz and 


00 | Smith wells were put down at an evpenditure 


of between $8,000 and $9,000 each. They have 
been drilling three years in this field for gas 
and one year for oil. 


Petroleum Exports From Baltimore. 
Besides the pipe line receipts of crude at our 
port, which are restricted to the business of the 
Standard Company’s refineries, there were re- 
ceived per N. C. R. R. 193,177 bbis. refined from 
the West, compared with 158,215 bbis. in 1884, an 
increase of 34,962 bols. The exports of refined 
from our port fell off upwards of 8,000,000 gal. 
lons compared with 1884. During the latter 
part of the past year the supply of vessels at 
our port offering for this trade was better, and 
should they continue to arrive here, our ex- 
ports must improve. We refer te the annexed 
table for exports of petroleum during 1885:—

There is a gradual improvement noticeable in 
the drug market. The jobbing trade is picking 
up, and while there is no large movement in 
any line, there is a steady increase in the num- 
ber of orders received, which augurs well for 
the improvement in trade which has been s0 
long looked for and which a correspondent 
predicts in another column. There is an almost 
entire absence of speculative interest observ- 
able in all departments. While prices generally 
are conceded to be very low—too low to be at 
all profitable—and the indications all favor a 
move in an upward direction should any change 
occur, there seems to be very few who are 
bold enough to speculate upon future 
probabilities and possibilities and spec- 
ulative articles are Jeft severely alone, 
Opium and quinine, the two leading 
staples, are attracting very little attention. 
There have been very few changes in values 
since our last. Citric acid has advanced here 
in consequence of the advance in lime juice 
under speculative manipulation in the London 
market. Although oil of peppermint is said to 
be in abundant supply the market has advanc- 
ed. Cassia budsaliso have experienced a con- 
siderable advance. Among the articles which 
have declined we notice quicksilver, which is 
suffering from large supplies and a lack of de- 
mand. Cubebs are lower and canary seed, 
having arrived freely on a dull market, has 
declined. The principal changes in the market 
are recorded below.

Opium. 


The market for opium has been quiet but 
steady during the past week. &tocks of both 
spot and for forward delivery continue ample 
for all requirements. For single cases the price 
ranges from $320@325 as to quantity and 
holder, while for broken packages $3 30@3 35 18 
quoted as to holder and quantity with only a 
moderate demand. For future shipments or 
parcels on way $2 20@2 25 in bond here ig nomi- 
nally quoted for 56 and 10 case lots. Powdered 
opium is dull at $4 40@4 45 as to quantity. Tele 
grams from Portland, Oregon, to-day report 
the seizure of fourteen barrels said to contain 
furs landed on the last trip made by the 
steamer Idaho which when opened were 
found to contain 8,012 pounds of 
Prepared opium, valued at $45,000. The 
opium was taken aboard a revenue cut. 
ter. There is no doubt but that this smug- 
gling has been carried on for years. 
Messrs F W Bowyer & Bartleet in speaking of 
the London market, under date of Jan 9, says: 
“This market has opened steadily, a moderate 
business having been done at recent values. 
Fine Salonica, mixed Tokat of 18°4 as well as 
1885 crop and inferior Baloukissar, have all 
been dealt in, but not to any great extent. 
Fine Malatia and Tokat are very firmly held, 
For “Druggiste” kinds there has been some in- 
quiry. and sales of Beybazzar and fine Smyrna 
bave been made at full prices. Seconds of all 
kinds are in large supply, and the demand is re- 
stricted. Persian—Small sales on the spot at 
14s 94; for arrival 14s would be accepted.”’ 

Morphine has met with an improved demand 
since our last report. Sales are reported of 
215 ozs of P & W brand in eighths from outside 
holders at $3 U5. The other makes are meeting 
with the usual jobbing demand at previous 
quotations, which remain steady and un- 
changed for the moment. Scotch is dull at 
$2 30@2565 as to quantity and style of packing.

The market for quinine since our last has |. 


been very quiet. Speculation for the moment 
has apparently ceased, and the boom that was 
predicted by many at the close of our last evi- 
dently did not come to stay. And yet, the 
market shows no weakness on the part of hold- 
ers, who still refuse to sell in a large way. 
Prime brands of German in a smal! way are 
still obtainable at 67i¢c, although there are 
some eellers who rather than lose a customer, 
would not decline to accept 65c. Only small 
sales are reported within this range. No round 
lots are being placed for the reason that sellers 
will not name a figure that would induce 
speculators to go in and stimulate the market. 
There isno doubt but what large sales could 
be effected provided agents of leading makes 
would be willing to accept offers on the basis of 
65c forshipments to come forward up to May. 
As one stated to-day, “We do not propose to 
furnish a club to be used against us later on, in 
the event the market should advance to a price 
that would give the manufacturer a new dollar 
foran old one.” The market certainly presents

ANNUAL REVIEW. 
Minerals.—Reviewing the trade for the past 
year, I observe that whilst the volume of busi- 
ness compared with previous years has been 
fully maintained, the anticipation expressed of 
an advance in prices has not been realized, and 
although prices twelve months ago were con- 
sidered to be very low, the values of some 
minerals have falien still lower. It may be 
considered however, that prices have touched 
such an exceedingly low point that any 
change must be for an improvement. Manga- 
nese: The importations this year are in excess 
of several years past, and the quality of ore 
imported has been very far above the average. 
Although the demand has kept full pace with 
the increased importations, the fluctuations in 
prices have not been strong, and we close the 
year at much the same prices as at the begin- 
ning, therefore the prospect of higher prices 
during 1885 has not been realized. The prices 
that have ruled over the last two to three years 
are unprecedented in this trade, and far below 
the average. In fact, the market has not 
touched so low over the last quarter of a cen- 
tury; the conclusion therefore, is that it we 
have a change it must be fur bigher prices. 
Barytes: In consequence of the low prices of 
lead ore many of the mines producing this 
mineral have been compelled to close, hence 
there has been a scarcity of barytes, particu- 
larly carbonate. Prices therefore, fur that 
quality have very much improved. As to sul- 
phate we have still suffered very much by 
competition of the German qualities, which 
have been put into this country at very low 
rates. Notwithstanding this, all the sulphate 
that has been produced has been taken up by 
our manufacturers, and the year closes with- 
out any reduvtion, although I cannot report 
any advance. Bauxite: The consum;tioa of 
this article has very largely increased this year, 
chiefly in consequence of it having supplanted 
china clay in the manufacture of alum. Whilst 
however, prices have been fairly well main- 
tained, there is no advance to report. Ferro- 
manganese: Our manufacturers have all been 
kept fully worked during the year; neverthe- 
less prices have ruled very steady and close 
somewhat stronger, with better anticipations 
for the future. On the whole the trade in 
minerals has been fairly maintained during the 
year, but there is great room for improvement 
in prices, which in many cases, it is hoped, will 
be realized. 

Chemicals—The business done during the 
year has been on the increase, but prices have 
continued to rule very low, bleaching powder 
and caustic soda being fully 10@15s per ton be- 
low what it was this time last year. 

Colors—The production of ochers, umbers 
and china clay has been quite above the de- 
mand and prices all the year have ruled very 
easy, and they close lower than at the begin- 
ning of the year, especially for the lower grades.

Fine Malatia was sold in retail at 14s, 
and Salonica as imported at 14s, selected ditto 
14s 3d, seconds ditto at 103 6d, and Baloukisser, 
which for some time had been quite neglected, 
was inquired for and some quantity realized 
lls for good and fine quality, good Angora be- 
ing taken at 103 6d. A few cases of fine Smyrna 
realized 12s and Gheve Ils, the market closing 
quiet for all descriptions. 

June commenced with a moderate demand. 
Selected Salonica sold at 14s, and good 1883 crop 
rather dry at lls 6d to 11s 9d. Fine Malatia was 
taken in smali quantities at 1is and Baloukis- 
sar 103 9d to lls. During the second week there 
was rather more demand for Malatia, and fine 
quality was again sold at 14s and a*few cases of 
selected 1883 crop at 133. Druggists’ kinds were 
almost entirely neglected, only a few cases of 
fine Beybazaar were taken for export. Im- 
porters generally were anxious to realize; fine 
Smyrna was freely offered at 1ls6d to Ils 9d, 
but progress was very slow. Old dry Bogaditz 
was taken to a small extent at 10361 for drug- 
gists’ use, and second Smyrna sold at 103 to lus 
6d. Towards the end of the month fine Salo- 
nica sold at 13s 6d and a few cases of selected at 
136 9d to 14s, being somewhat lower. On the 
26th numerous reports were received stating 
that the Salonica crop would be badly dam- 
aged by rain ¢ nd hail, but produced no effect 
on this market 

July—Extreme depression prevailed during 
the first week, and every sale effected was ata 
lower price. Fine Salonica sold at 138, and 
good and fine Tokat at the same price. Fine 
Karahissar realized 11s and seconds 10s, holaers 
of all descriptions being anxious sellers. Re- 
Ports of damage by rain to the coming crop 
had no ¢ffect in staying the downward tend- 
ency of the market until the second week, 
when large orders for fine old Smyrna and 
other suitable manufacturing qualities came to 
hand, and were executed at 10s to 10s 6d for old 
Smyrna and the same prices were accepted for 
old Bogaditz and Baloukissar. 10s 6d was also 
taken for Baloukissar of the 1484 crop; retail 
sales ot fine Smyrna were made at lls, and of 
seconds at 989d to 10s. Salonica was dcaltin 
to some extent at 13s for fine selected, and 138 
6d was paid for new crop for arrival—July- 
August shipment. Business continued active 
until nearly the close of the month; large sales 
of Salonica were effected on the spot and 
for arrival, in the former position at 18s 
and on the latter at 13864. Considerable sales 
of Tokat and inferior Malatia were also effsucted 
at LI@I18s, according to quality and condition; 
last crop Karahissar was dealt in at lis@lis 6d 
for fine, and Beybazaar realized 1is, Baloukis- 
sar of last crop lls 6d (an advance of Is per lb 
on the previous sales) and fine Malatia l4e, the 
latter being steady. On the 27th the first of the 
new crop came to hand, and turnea out to be 
Gheve, mostly of very mixed quality, and 
somewhat out of condition; a few cases, how- 
ever, were very good, for which lle@\ls 64 was 
asked; the demand for this description was very 
limited, and nothing was done for some time, 
A few cases of fine new Bey bazaar also arrived, 
but were not immediately offered. Salonica 
was sold in small quantities on the spot at las 
6d, the same price being paid for arrival. 

August commenced very quietly. Small 
sales of fine Malatia were made at lis, and 
Salonica 138s 6d, and for the latter the same 
price was paid for arrival. Good Smyrna sold 
at 10s 6d@10s 9d, and a few cases new Ghey:;, 
part of rather inferior quality, at 10e9d. Oo 
the 10th the first arrival of new Salonica came 
to hand, and turned out of satisfactory quality 
andin good condition; this was immediately 
sold at 138 6d. Other arrivals followed quick- 
ly, some of which were very fine, and othe ¢ 
very good. The tendency of the market for 
soft shipping descriptions was to easier prices 
Fine new Baloukissar, however, sold at 1ls,but 
Malatia was sold at 18s 6d. Quotations for 
druggists’ kinds were at this time almost nom- 
inal, the demand being of a most retail charac- 
ter. Towards the end of the month Salonica 
declined to 13s, and at this price sales were 
made both on the spot and for arrival. Balou- 
kissar realized lis@ils 3d, a few cases of new 
Beybazaar 10s 9d, Gheve being taken to a small 
extent at lis 3d. Smyrna kinds were greatly 
neglected. 

September—A, moderate business was done 
during the first week, prices being unchanged. 
The first arrival of fine Yerli was sold at ils, 
and afew cases of fair Karahissar at 10s, sec- 
onds being taken at 9s6d@!0s. New Salonica 
came to hand freely, but a large portion of it 
turned out very mixed in quality and greatly 
out of condition; several of these parcels had 
been sold for arrival and many of them had to 
be rejected owing to inferiority of quality and 
bad condition; fine sold on the spot at 13s 8d 
and mixed at 12s. Baloukissar declined to lds 
9d, at which some quantity of fine was disposed 
of. New Tokat of fine quulity was taken at las 
6d, and good old realized 11s 64, Salonica for ar- 
rival being disposed of at 128 9d. At this peri- 
od a better demand set in for all fine soft ship- 
ping descriptions,and considerable transactions 
took place; fine old Malatia was dealt in large y 
at 12s 64@13s, and Salonica at 1@1as according 
to quality; fine old Baloukissar sold at 10s, and 
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somewhat firmer, shippers being anxious to 
lay in stock in anticipation of future require- 
ments, 

October—The demand for soft shipping kinds 
noticed at the end of last month continued, 
good and fine Tokat sold readily at 13s@13e 6d, 
and Salonica at 12e@13s 6d, the latter showing 
an advance of 6d, inferior and seconds was also 
freely taken at S9s@lls 6d. Bogaditz realized 
10s 6d for fine, and 9s@9s 6d for seconds; during 
the second week considerable activity pre- 
vailed, more particularly in the soft shipping 
d« scriptions, there being an undoubted scarcity 
of fine qualities. Considerable quantities of 
Salonica came to hand, almost all of which was 
so mixed and inferior as to be useless to ship- 
pers. Malaitia was universally admitted to be 
a very short crop, of which an unusually small 
proportion was said to be fine and holders were 
very firm. Tokat sold at 1ls6d for seconds, to 
138 6d for fine new, Malatia 128 6d@13s; good 
BSalonica 128 9d, and fine selected old at 136, 
Bogaditz 10s 6d. Goodand fine Beybazaar I0s 
@10s 6d, the demand for other fine druggiste’ 
kinds being restricted; seconds sold fairly well 
at 93@9s8 6d. Baloukissarand druggists’ kinds 
and Salonica seconds at 9%@lls6éd. Towards 
the end of the month considerable speculative 
purchases were made of good and fine old 
druggists’ kinds at 10s, and some quantity being 
shipped to China tended to strengthen the 
market. The first parcels of new Malatia 
arrived during the last week, the quality and 
condition of which were fine, someof them had 
already been placed at 14s, and shortly after- 
wards 14s 6d was paid, Tokat and tine Salonica 
at 14s, Bogaditz and Baloukissar at 10s@10s 9d, 
aad druggists’ seconds at 8s 6d@9s 6d, the mar- 
«et closing firm for all descriptions. 

November was the most active month of the 
year, upwards of 600 cases being disposed of. 
Fine Malatia was at first sold at 14s 6d and 
Tokat at i4s, but prices soon improved to 15s 
for both kinds, the quantity of the former be- 
ing very small, and holders of the latter being 
aware of the scarcity of all fine descriptions, 
would only sell in retail lots. Selected Salonica 
realized 14s 6d, good old sold at 11s 9d and sec- 
onds at 10s to 1ls, manufacturers paying par- 
ticular attention to these kinds. Some quantity 
of good new Smyrna was taken by speculators 
at 9s to 989d, and Beybazaar realized 10s 3d, 
Gheve 9s to 98 6d, and druggists’ seconds 83 6d 
to 9%. During the third week the Smyrna mar- 
ket being reported much firmer, a large busi- 
ness was concluded at an almost general ad- 
vance, Bogaditz sold at 103 to 11s, an advance 
of a shilling during the week; old dry Boga- 
ditz Baloukissar realized 10s and good Smyrna 
11s 3d, fine Beybazaar and Angora lls, and new 
inferior Gheve 93 to 986d. There was a strong 
demand for manufacturing qualities of Salon- 
ica, and large transactions took place at 9s to 
lis6d. During the last week Malatia of 1884 
crop sold at 14s 6d, and the demand for inferior 
Salonica continued, manufacturers taking it 
freely at 986d tolls. Fine Beybazaar realized 
lis, and Gheve of ordinary quality 9s 6d, 

December commenced with an active demand 
principally for fine Smyrna seconds, large 
quantities of which were taker on speculation 
at O9s6dto 10s. Fine Yerli realized lls, and 
some quantity of inferior to fair Tokat 10s 6d 
to 1289d, holders of fine qualities continued 
very firm. retail sales of Malatia being effected 
at 158 and manufacturing Salonica at 10s 9d to 
lls. Towards the close of the month some 
holders showed more disposition to realize, and 
offered the medium gualities of soft shipping 
opiums at rather lower priees, but sales could 
not be effected; in fine there was no change in 
prices although the demand was very restrict- 
ed. Fiae selected Salonica realized 16s and old 
Malatia 14s6d, but only in retail quantities; 
the former being relatively scarce, improved 
prices will probably before long be obtainable. 
Angora sold at 11s 3d and fine Beybazaar at Lis, 
10s 64 being paid for Gheve, the whole business 
however being very small. The tone of the 
market at the close is firm for all fine descrip- 
tions, but rather in buyers’ tavor for the me- 
dium and lower qualities.

Mutual Fire Iusurance in the Drug 
Trade. 

Daniel C. Robbins, Esq.. who is chairman of 
the special committee appointed by President 
Kline of the Wholesale Druggists’ Association, 
to consider the matter of mutual fire insurance, 
has just issued a circular containing his views, 
a copy of which he has sent to each member of 
the committee for criticism or modification. 
After hearing from Messrs. Gilman, Ritten- 
house, Hinchman and Richardson, the circular 
will be altered by Mr. Robbins to conform to 
the views, when expressed, of ail the committee 
and then be circulated throughout the whole- 
sale drug trade. The circular reads as follows: 

FIRE INSURANCE CONSIDERED, 

‘There are important facts in connection with 
fire insurance, commonly overlooked, which 
almost necessitate, in the case of extreme risks, 
a resort to some plan of mutual insurance, 


There always has been a lack of capital in 
fire insurance, because very little vested capital 
will ever be placed in any business involving 
hazard. Insurance capital will always be 
mainly drawn from the resources of active 
business. 

A wealthy capitalist, much interested in in- 
surance stocks, has lately declared that he 
believed in many companies with a limited 
capital, as preferable for the investur, to large 
institutions with a large capital. In other 
words, he preferred to place the smallest 
amount of responsibility behind the largest 
amount of insurance risk that public opinion 
would accept. 

State legislatures may no doubt wisely per- 
mit the formation of companies with a limited 
capital; but once formed, these gmall compan- 
ies should be compelled to conduct business 
within limited expenses, and add all profits in 
excess Of a fair income to the original capital 
stock unti) these earnings reach a proper limit 
for better security to the insured. 


MUTUAL INSURANCE, 

Want of capital in the business of insurance; 
extravagance in the conduct of the business, 
together with a want of proper discrimination 
in the character of risks; the disposition of 
chartered companies to take advantage of the 
neceesities of firms carrying large stocks of 
goods,in order to exact premiums sufficiently 
high to compensate losses in departments where 
competition has forced rates below a paying 
basis—all these have resulted in various plans 
of mutual insurance, which have thus far 
given excellent results. 

Among all these plans in practical working, 
the system called Inter-Ingurance seems better 
adapted to the requirements of the drug trade 
than any other yet devised. 


INTER-INSURANCE DESCRIBED. 

About four years since, four large dry goods 
firms in the city ot New York—to wit, H. B. 
Claflin & Co., James McCreery & Co., Lee, 
Tweedy & Co., Mills & Gibbs—began a system 
of insurance, in which an agreement was 
formed, providing that each firm should take a 
risk of two thousand dollars on each of the 
other firms’ stocks. They did not form a 
corporation, or chartered society, or joint 
stock company, but the several houses above 
mentioned issued powers of attorney to an 
agent, authorizing him to execute and deliver 
policies of two thousand dollars to each mem- 
ber, thus giving each member six thousand 
dollars insurance. Subsequently, other promi- 
nent houses were from time to time admitted 
to this combination, as the number of members 
was not limited, and it was not intended at the 
beginning of the experiment to confine the 
membership to the dry goods trade. 


This plan embraces at the present time about 
twenty large firms, whose places of business 
are somewhat contiguous, as they all reside in 
the city of New York. Each member is insured 
by uineteen policies to the extent of thirty- 
eight thousand dollars, and each member has 
assumed a liability of twenty thousand dollars, 
which includes the deposit of two thonsand 
dollars in cash, with a further obligation for 
eighteen thousand dollars, in case of a widely 
extended conflagration. 

Up tothe present time not a single fire has 
occurred, and the original deposit of eighty 
thousand dollars, with added premiums, has 
accumulated. Confined to a single city, and 
mostly to a single trade, the operations of this 
combination have thus far been limited; and 
variations will no doubt be required to meet 
the needs of other pursuits. 

The drug trade is the most complicated of all 
pursuits, and one in which but little contiguity 
exists. Hence, it has been advised to propose 
for consideration the formation of two sepa- 
rate combinations, to embrace fifty firms each: 
First. A combination of fifty firms wanting 
fifty thousand dollars insurance each. Second. 
Fifty other firms wanting twenty-five thousand 
dollars each. The first deposit or premium 
being one thousand dollars for the first and 
five hundred doliars for the second, with the 
further liability, limited to two thousand dol- 
lars and one thousand dollars each, to be paid 
in case of a widely extended fire in a single 
city, or a contemporaneous conflagration in 
different cities. 

The proposed plan involves an account with 
each member, whereby he may be debited with 
cash balance on all risks above the usual aver- 
age of premiums paid at the present time, 
which is believed to be fully two per centum, 
and crediting in account all parties whose risks 
are taken below two per centum, 


It is believed that the drug trade embraces a 
greater variety of risks than any other pursuit, 
that there is little contiguity as compared with 
other trades, that many risks could be safely 
taken at one per centum, while others are not 
advisable at two per centum, and that a just 
discrimination will tend to greatly improve 
trade methois, as at present pursued in the 
distribution of merchandise, as well as in man- 
ufacturing facilities, which last when deficient, 
make a risk specially hazardous. 

This plan involves the need of capable man- 
agers and an efficient and competent agent; but 
without doubt all expenditures should be com 
prised within a limit of 15 per cent, to be taken 
from premiums paid. 

It is believed that the proposed plan of inter- 
insurance is specially suited to the drug trade, 
as merchants and as manufacturers; that it will 
afford better protection against loss by fire 
than the average assurance of our chartered 


companies. It involves no outlay of capital at 
the beginning, assuming the average of pre- 
miums to be two per centum;it will insure 
prompt payment for losses if confined to the 
trade, and the contingency of a limited liability 
of an assessment from two thousand or one 
thousand dollars obligation involved, will be a 
very remote one, if due eaution be taken in 
risks, and due precaution inserted in the con- 
tract for membership. All membership should 
begin and end under due limitations. 

Our National Association has been charged 
with a want of accomplishment in practical 
matters. Of all measures required at the pres- 
ent time, the most important appears to be the 
lessening of expenses in the conduct of busi- 
ness, and the most important and least consid- 
ered of these is usually the expense ef carry- 
ing stock. 

REMARKS. 

The Committee respectfully submit the pro- 
posed plan for careful consideration in the 
trade. You will please examine the subject 
and submit any criticism or modification you 
may have to offer. Also, please state your 
wishes, if you have any, sbout membership, 
and inform them in regard to the rates of in- 
surance you are paying at the present time, in 
order that they may arrive at some consum- 
mation, after a full expression from the trade.

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New Orleans as a Drug Depot. 

One cannot go through the sections in Ex- 
position Building occupied by the exhibits of 
the Central and South American countries, 
eays the New Orleans Picayune, without being 
struck with the great number of drug products 
and medicinal agents to be seen in the collect- 
ive display of those countries. 

The ease and readiness with which a trade in 
these products could be established in New 
Orleans under proper management should 
make this city the greatest drug depot on the 
continent. There are to be seen the cinchona 
or quinine bark, sarsaparilla, gum copal, vege- 
table wax from the myrica arguta, vegetable 
tallow from the myristica otoba, alatean flow- 
ers, thubarb, vanilla, indiarubber, many varie- 
ties; guaco gum and roots, sn anti-snake poi- 
son; turpentines and balsam resins; crotaleria 
stipularis, sudorific; polypodium auratum, al- 
terative; acracline vargassii,a pectoral; Aris- 
tolochia barbata, tonic; ipecacubana, root of 
the fourcroya gigantea, alterative; Valerian, 
Aristolechia ringens, anti-rheumatic; bejuco 
morena, aspecies of serjania, anti-sypbilitic; 
Simaruba and Angostura bark, quassia, ancen- 
nia nitida and rhizophora, tanning agents; 
weinmannia glabra sumac, a tanning agent; 
guazuma ulmipolia, mucilaginous; Luffa pur- 
gan, a purgative; chenopodium ambrosiodes, 
vermifuge; divi divi, or lebidibea coriaria, a 
tanning agent; Mys spermum frutescens, ner- 
vine; kola nuts, cola acuminata, containing 
important alkaloids; brownea grandicess, an 
anti-hemorrhagic, and many others, some well 
known, others little known but possessing im- 
portant properties. 

No mention has been made of dye stuffs, but 
those exhibited embrace the most important. 
The countries to the south of New Orleans are 
richer in medicinal products than are any 
other regions of the earth, and they present a 
profusion of medical wealth that should fall 
into the lap of New Orleans if any effort were 
made to utilize the opportunity, The Missis- 
sippi valley consumes the greatest bulk of most 
of the medicines im~orted into the country, 
and the natural entrepot of this region is at 
the mouth of the Mississippi river. The pro- 
ducts mentioned are in the exhibits of Guate- 
mala, Venezuela and the Republic of Colombia, 
which are in charge of Hon. EB. Martinez, com- 
missioner, and in that of Spanish Honduras, 
under the care of Dr. R. Fritzgaertner, com- 


missioner. 
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Liquid Extract of Cinchona. 


Mr. Hooper was appointed last summer by 
the Secretary of State for India to act as Quin- 
ologist. He arrived in Madras last October. 
He commenced work immediately, and within 
a fortnight of his arrival had so far equipped 
his laboratory that he was able to begin the 
analysis of the Government barks. Mr. . 
Hooper has submitted a report on the work he 
has done during the last half year. It is full of 
interesting matter and argues the possession of 
great professional skill and industry on his 
part. It will be seen from the report that Mr. 
Hooper has not confined bimeelt to the study 
of the cinchona barks onl; , but that he has also 
investigated the properties of many other pro- 
ducts of economic interest. 

One of the first things which Mr. Hooper 
turned his attention to was the manufacture 
on asmali scale of the liquid extract of cin- 
chona as originally devised by Dr. De Vrij of 
the Hague. A gallon of this preparation was 
sent to Dr. Cornish, the Surgeon-General, for 
experimentation, and just before he left for 
England,Dr. Cornish reported in very favorable 
terms upon its therapeutic an? keeping value, 
In consequence of this report, Government 
have ordered Mr. Hooper to produce 1,000 Ib. 
weight of this fluid extract with the view of 
having it still more fully tested. Mr. Hooper 
will, therefore, as soon as possible, carry out 





these instructions in the laboratories connected 
with the Medical Store Depart nent in Madras. 

The advantage of the above-mentioned 
preparation over other kinds of febrifuge is 
the great economy and simplicity of its pro 
duction. So simple, indeed, is the method that 
any druggist and chemist could, as long as he 
had a bark of a determined alkaloidal value, 
make the extract without any difficulty in his 
own shop. 

If the liquid extract continues to hold the 
high reputation which has been given to it by 
Dr. Cornish, and T see no reason to doubt its 
doing so, Government will have at last as cheap 
a febrifuge as can possibly be turned out.— 
Tropical Agriculturist. 

Mr. Hooper also has the following statement 
in the same journal: ‘When in Holland I was 
conversant with the process for making cin- 
chona liquids ot Dr. J. &. De Vrij, the well 
known Quinologist, and had made a sample 
before Dr. ‘ ornish’s suggestion arrived. At 
his request a further supply of a gallon was 
made, and this was distributed to various dis- 
pensaries in the Presidency, in districts where 
fever was most prevalent. Such good reports 
on the efficacy of the liquid extract were sent 
in by the resident medical officers that a much 
larger supply was called for. Having no appli- 
ances in this station fur manufacture on a large 
scale, in accordance with a Government order, 
I went to Madras to see if this could be done in 
the Medical Store Department. After an in- 
spection of the laboratories, I reported that 
such a quantity as a 1,000 lb. could be made, 
but a coutinuous manufacture would seriously 
interfere with the arrangements of the depart- 
ment. This quantity has now been ordered, 
and as soon as I have analyzed a sample of the 
mixed powder, I wiJl be prepared to go to 
Madras and superintend the manufacture of 
the first batch, which, according to Dr. Cor- 
nish’s request, shall coutain- 40 grains of alka- 
loids to the fluid ounce. 
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Raw Materialsfor Soap Making.

Eartbnut oil is more fluid than olive oil, and 
consists of the glycerides of palmitic,hypogsic 
and arachidic acids. The finest cold pressed 
oil has a specific ‘gravity of 0.916 at 15 deg. C., 
the specific gravity of the after runs is higher, 
rising to 0.920. Eartbnut oil is a non-drying oil, 
is quite permanent, and does not easily become 
rancid. Exposed to cold it congeals, like olive 
oil, at a few degrees above 0, solidifies at 3 deg. 
to 4deg. C., and becomes perfectly solid at 7 
deg. C. 

It has already been stated that the cold pressed 
oil is colorless and odorless. while the hot 
pressed oil is more or less colored and has a 
disagreeable odor. The colored eil may be 
bleached with lye. 

In soap making the earthnut oil is used in the 
manufacture of curd soap, Eschweg soap and 
soft soap. The lyes used for saponification 
stould not be of less than 18 deg. B, Earthnut 
oil is in many respects similar to cottonseed 
oil, but has the advantage that the soaps are 
not spotted yellow. A fine white, Eschweg soap 
is obtained by using a mixture of 70 parts palm 
kernel oil and 30 parts earthnut oil, and saponi- 
fying with caustic lye. The best results are 
obtained by direct boiling, the fate being sa- 
Pponified with a pure caustic lye of about 24 
deg. B, after which the causticity is reduced 
by using a solution of soda or salt. 
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Drilling for Oil and Gas in Beaver 
County, Pa. 


During the past two or three weeks five per- 
sons, acting as agents for the Phillips Bros. of 
New Castle, the wealthy and successful ol! op- 
erators, have been quietly securing leases on 
all the property lying on the uplands along the 
Beaver valley, from a point back of New 
Brighton clear up into Lawrence county, on 
both sides of the Beaver river, comprising the 
townships of North Sewickley, Pulaski, New 
Sewickley and Marion on the east, and Big 
Beaver, Chippewa and Brighton townships on 
the west. It is the purpose of the Phillips 
Bros, to begin the developing of this extensive 
territory at once. A number of wells will be 
drilled at different points, and all that energy 
and large capital can do will be brought into 
requisition to make a thorough test. The les- 
sees are sanguine that both oil and gas can be 
found in paying quantities, and from the well 
knownenergy of this firm there is little doubt 
that if the fluid existsin the neighborhood it 
will be brought to the surface. 

The lands being leased by these parties lie 
well back from the stream, as it is well known 
by a number of trials that gas cannot be found 
in paying quantities along the rive: bottom. 
Years ago the Economites drilled several wells 
in this vicinity, and although they got gas and 
for some time used it in several of the manu- 
factories in which they were the principal own- 
ers in this place, it eventually failed, and the 
wells were allowed to dry up, and at last were 
abandoned, It is the opinion though, ofa 
number of experts that if these wells were 
cleaned out and torpedoed they could yet be 
made to yield gasin paying quantities. Last 
season several wells were put down abeve 
town and produced a fair volume of gas, but 
in spite of- all that could be done, salt water 


would get in, andg few months ago the casing 
was withdrawn and the wells abandoned, 
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The Phillips Bros. however, do not propose 
to try their luck in the valley, as they consider 
these former attempts and failures as sufficient 
proof that the land clcse to the stream is value- 
less as an Oil or gas producing territory. Ina 
few months that part of Beaver county com- 
prised in the above named townships will be 
made to give proof of either a fruitfal gas and 
oil producing territory or as a dead failure, 
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Russian Oil Considered an Important 


Factor. 

A correspondent who pays more attention to 
Russian competition thap many others, being 
in the export trade himself, writes this letter to 
the Oil City Blizzard : 

“In the early part of last year you published 
particulars from a reliable source of the pro- 
gress that was being made in Europe and in 
Eastern markets by the Baku oils and at the 
same time you, along with other journals, 
brought under notice facts which they as well 
as myself pointed out would in due time 
seriously interfere with the foreign trade in 
refined oil. Yesterday came the unreliable re 
pert of Nobles’ failure, which caused much 
jubilation in the men who last year ign*red the 
correctness of what you published at t'.e time 


named. 

The Baku oil during the past year hassteadily 
increased its flelds of consumption and without 
great effort. I appeal for confirmation to the 
reports of American consuls. It will not do to 
vaunt the superiority of the American article 
if the corsumer bas proven the reverse. The 
Standard Company tried this in England and 
cleverly dodged behind the lamp wicks and ac- 
tually got the trade there induced to get them 
to supply the wicks as well as the oil. Of course 
this was only a stop-gap and soon came to an 
end, with the naturai result of confirming the 
trade there in buy:ng Russian oi] which, when 
the railway and pipe lines to Baku to Batoum 
are completed, will enable Nobel and others to 
handicap American oil in every market America 
has hitherto supplied. 

About a year ago the statements from me 
that you published were ignored in the oil ex- 
changes vut now Russian oil is acknowledged 
to be an important factor, the methods of its 
transport are equaliy so, and so much is this 
the case that the Standard Oil Company, which 
eighteen months ago looked at my suggestions 
on this point as worthless, being from an out- 
sider, bave experimented with that method, 
and here I repeat that all else being equal be- 
tween American and Russian oil, the former 
must succumb in all foreign markets tothe 


latter so long as oil is put on board in American 
ports as is the practice. 

You published a letter from a correspondent 
last spring who advised you that in all the Le- 
vant, Rossian oil was displacing American. 
He dated from Smyrna, and I am greatly mis- 
taken it he does not at this day admonish more 
strongly than at that time, that it is necessary 
to overhaul every point connected with the oil 
trade here so far as the export trade is con- 
cerned. 

Oo 
Petroleum as Fuel. 

Petroleum is said to be a carbonaceous com- 
position by heat. If this is an incontestable 
fact the same agency is likely to keep up a con- 
tinuous supply of this earth oil. The black- 
looking stuff as it issues from springs requires 
refining to make it availa ble for manufactur- 
ing or illuminating purposes. The refined oils 
are sold as photegenic petroline, benzine, par 
affine, crystal oil, rock oil, or in other names. 
When the oils are extracted, the residue is used 
in the making of glycerine, soap, candles, dyes, 
lubricants, and for sundry useful purposes. It 
bas been proposed to fit furnaces in a special 
manner for producing heat from the products 
of petroleum. Paraffine burns about 7 lbs. 14 
ozs, to the gallon, and its constituent parts are 
the eupion or volatile spirit, which is highly in- 
flammable and explodes readily. Twenty years 
ago it was strongly recommended to apply this 
eupion as a motive power instead of steam by 
driving the gas to the cylinder; but praetical 
engineers considered that tubular or cylinderi- 
cally formed boilers were not suited to the 
application of gaseous expansion. 

Gas is now largely employed to gain motive 
power, and it is found that it may be exploded 
in combustion chambers with perfect safety. 
With the experience gained in land engines we 

should say 1t would be possible to use gas as a 
direct agent instead of heating water by coal 
fires to produce steam. Another method, 
which has long been advocated, is to use 
petroleum asfuel. Captain Selwyn, R.N., has 
devoted many years to the study of this ques- 
tion, and imparted much valuable information 
on the subject. His original calculation was 
that 500 Ibs. of petroleam wuuld do work equal 
to 2,240 tons of coal. The saving in stowage 
would be so great as to tempt shipowners to 
burn petroleum. The relative cost of coal and 
oll can be ascertained at present, but existing 
prices could not be relied upon. If petroleum 
superseded coal, the latter would become 
cheaper and the former dearer, and, therefore, 
the market rate would depend upon the de- 
mand.—Hachange,

CHEMICAL MARKET.

There has very little of interest transpired in 
the chemical market since our last report, with 
the exception of earbonated soda ash for 
prompt delivery, which is very scarce; there is 
very little to note except there has been more 
demand for forward shipments. Bleaching 
powder continues to attract attention, as noted 
below. Caustic soda is dull. 
is rather firmer while domestic has been 
reduced. Oxalic acid and brimstone are both 
firmer. Mr. D. B. McCulloch, in his annual 
review under date of Liverpool, Jan. 8, says: 

The past has been a very “ican” year in the 
chemical trade, and but fur the “*combinstions” 
to reduce output, it would have proved even 
more disastrous, than has been the case. A pro- 
longed and exhausting monotony of dullness 
and decline has prevailed in alkalies, and prices 
are now lower than almost ever recorded. Al- 
though a modus vivendi was arrived at, between 
the Leblanc and the Solvay makers, the course 
of the soda industry in this country, and espec- 
jally on the Tyne, is still downward. The in- 
creasing production on the Continent, coupled 
with prohibitory tariffs, curtails the European 
demand, and leaves a larger surplus for the 
Americrn and Home markets than they can 
take off. Hence the stagnation now ruling; 
and until these conditions disappear, or are 
adjusted, there does not seem much likelihood 
of any permanent improvement, unless the 
prophecies of a revival in general trade are 
speedily realized in a very marked degree. The 
alkali manufacture isin a precarious state of 
change, if not of decay, and the Leblanc mak- 
ere are chiefly dependent for existence, on 
their bleaching powder, in ordér to make up 
for the losses on other preducta. In addition 
to the other props, which have had to be re- 
sorted to, there is now a proposal to “pool,” as 
the Americans call it, the makes of bleaching 
powder within the “combination,” so as to 
regulate and control the distribution and price, 
but it remains to be seen whether, if carried 
out, such interference with the freedom of 
trading, can be placed ona footing, satisfactory 
to all concerned, buyers as well as sellers. Salt 
cake has not fluctuated much and closes flat at 
a decline of 2s 6d per ton on the year. Soda ash 
suffers materially from the ammonia prc«cess 
competition, and isagain lower. Suda crystals 
have dropped 103 per ton, and are now at the 
lowest price ever reached. Caustic soda has 
been a very dragging sale, and is weak, show- 
ing a fallof 30s pec ton, Bleaching powder, 
owing to the continuance of reduced produo- 
tion, has been fairly supported, and though 
not showing the vitality of last year, it has only 
lost about 1% per ton, on the twelve months, 
closing firm, with a fair proportion of the make 
for 1886 sold at about current rates. Chlorate 
of potash drooped up till May, but an active 
demand set in, and the price gradually rose to 
7944, from which there has been a reaction to 
7d, owing to the addition of two new makes, 
but this seems to have been partially discount- 
ed, and the closing is firmer, at a gain of 1d per 
Ib on the year, witb stocks at a very low point.

High test is in the 
same position with sales of 125 tons at14@ 
l 2c as to make and quantity. There are 
several orders in the market at 1 20@1 22}¢c for 
shipment during the early spring months, all of 
which have been declined. 

Alkali 36 per cent for prompt delivery, con- 
tinues very scuroe, and prices are held firm at 
1 256@1 30c, as to quantity. The scarcity of New- 
castie ash for prompt delivery has caused quite 
an active demand for B M 48 per cent, resulting 
in the placing of about 400 tons at prices rang- 
ing from 1 32}44@1 S5c, as to quantity, for future 
delivery. The stock of high test B M has been 
very much reduced during the past week, the 
arrivals being light. consumers have drawn 
upon spot stocks to cover their current wants. 
For future contracts there has been only a 
moderate demand, the sales aggregating about 
350 tons at 1 30@1 32}¢c, as to quantity and date 
of delivery; also 75 tons in lots at 1 36@15¢0, as 
to quantity.

Bleaching powder has been quite active since 
our last report, especially for contracts over 
the year. The spot demand has been good and 
all arrivals have found ready purchasers, who. 
are inclined to believe the report that further 
reduction in the output abroad will soon be 
made by the syndicate, and thus valuos will be 
correspondingly advanced. Tho sales comprise 
450 cks on the spot at 160@I1 65c rnd 75 cks of 
outside brands at 1 55@1 57}¢c. as to holder and 
brand. For shipments over the year there 
have been further contracts, placed, aggregat- 
ing about 600 tons at 1 60@1 650, as to brand. A 
further offer of 16%c was declined for 50 tons 
per monty, 1 65c being lowest price that would 
be acceptable for a limited quantity, It is re- 
ported that cable offers of £6 103 have been ac- 
cepted for a round lot for shipment over the 
year and that this price had been offered for 
any make of prime brands over the year. 
Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co. in their circular 
under date of Jan. 9th, say ‘Bleaching powder 
in light request, and holders are not quite as 
firm in their views. No transactions are re- 
ported this week for your side, and £6 38 6d@ 
6 10s are nearest values today for January de- 
liveries. Makers are well sold for this month 
however, and an improved demand wouid 
probably soon have a hardening effect on the 
market.”

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ports that one of the large Western makers 
had stopped for a short period has given a 
stronger tone to the market, and prices are 
higher. Common is now quoted at 44%@4c 
and extra at 444@4%c, as to make and quantity. 

There is no change in the position of arsenis 
which coutinues very dull under a limited 
demand. For spot lots they are quoting 
234@2560 as to quantity, brand and holder, For 
future shipments or for steamers on way they 
are quoting 244@2 15c, with sales of 175 kegs 
within the range. Red arsenic is jobbing 
fairly at 644@6%c as to quantity and style of 
package. 

Brimstone, under cable’s advising another 
advance in values abroad for future shipments, 
is firmer.There haye been several arrivals dur- 
ing the week, but as they ars generally under 
contract for consumption no relief is afforded. 
For store lots they are quoting $23 50@2t 00 as 
to quantity and holder. Shipments to come, 
forwarded during January, February and 
March, are quoted at $22 50@23 00 as to quan- 
tity and date of shipment. 

Copperas is quiet at the moment; only a 
small jobbing demand for spot lots, for which 
they are quoting 8°@90c asto make and quan- 
tity. For delivery early in the spring there 
has been rather more inquiry and we note sales 
of 200 bbis at 65@70c asto quantity, make and 
date of delivery. 

There is almost no demand at the moment for 
cream tartar, the bulk of the consumers being 
under contract, with protection; they only 
order as their current wants may require. 
Values continue steady at 3444@36c for crystals 
ad powdered, as established by the combiua- 
tion. 

Nitrate of soda has ruled very quiet during 
the past week. The stock on the spot is being 
materially reduced, which enables holders to 
ma:ntain prices. The sales comprise 900 bgs at 
254@2 450, as to quantity and holder. Mr. F.B 
Nichols in bis circular under date of Jan. 15th 
Says. “Stocks in store and afloat in Atlantic 
porte, January Ist, bags, 87,291, same time 1835 
121,154, same time 1884, 73,204. Total arrivals to 
date for past three years, none. To arrive 
78,350 bags, same time last year 112,394, same 
time 1884, 65,058. Visible supply 168,850 bags, 
same time last year 197,894, same time 1884, 307,- 
000. Total deliveries to January 15th 8,941 bags, 
same time last year 8,760, same time 1884, 7,247. 
Sales spot at 2 35@2 40c, same time last year at 
2 15@2 20c, same time 1884 at 244@2 30c. A mod- 
erate business was done, mostly in a small way 
at 254@? 40c. There was more inquiry for for- 
ward, but holders for spring delivery would 
not offer. The Valparaiso market fell off, and 
two cargoes were placed for March-April ship- 
ment at 244c, which are included in our list to 
arrive.” 

Saltpeter at the moment is very dull. Only 
a limited demand is reported at prices ranging 
from 1%@5c, as to quantity and holder. The 
London “Commercial Record” of the 9th, in 
speaking of that market says: “The market 
bas aseumed a much firmer tone, and the price 
has improved 1444 per cwt in all positions; 200 
tons have been sold fcr arrival via Cape at 168 
414d@ 16s 6d per cwt, basis 51b ref. or usual al- 
lowance.” 

There is no change in values of either white 
or brown sugar of lead. The demand at the 
moment is almost nil. 
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Ammonias, Potashes and Fertil- 
izing Chemicals. 

The recent stormsand cold weather which 
have prevailed to a considerable extent during 
the past week has had a perceptible effect 
upon trade as the ice in the rivers prevents the 
prompt ehipment of goods. Values, however, 
show but few changes and the tone of the 
market is one of strength. Sulphate of am- 
monia is firmer now that the recent arrivals 
have all been placed. Shipments are held 
steady at 3 10@3}éc as to quantity and holder. 
Domestic makes are meeting with an improved 
demand at 8 10@3 lic as to quantity and date of 
delivery. Azotineisselling freely at $2 25@ 
2 20 as to quantity. There has been an improved 
demand for blood for February and March de- 
livery. The sales comprise 550 tons at prices 
ranging from $2 25@2 30 as to grade, quantity 
and date of delivery. Now that the recent ar- 
rivals of sulphate of potash have been placed 
the market has assumed rather a stronger tone 
and nothing better than 154@1 1c is named for 
spot, while for shipmont 1 0744@1 100 is lowest 
price named as to quantity holder and 
date of shipment. Kieserite is firmer under 


reports of higher freights abroad and 
limited offerings. The general quotations range 
from $5 10@5 25, as to quantity and holder. 
Messrs. John Angus & Co, of London, in re- 
viewing the market for the past year, give a 
long report, of which we make a few extracts: 
“Sulphate of Ammonia—The course of prices 
during the past year has shown once more the 
downward tendency of sulphate of ammonia, 
and it has at the same time more certainly ex- 
hibited the new positien of the article. At the 
beginning of the year the price for good gray, 
for delivery f o b Hull, was £13, and the aver- 
age for the month of Januhry was £12 12s. The 
price for the London makes, on a basis of 254 
per cent was, on the Ist of January, £13 net 
cash, and the average for the month was about 
£12 12s 6d. From that time down to December 
there was a gradual decline in prices, with very 
slight fuctuations, until the year closed at the 
following prices: good gray, fo b Hull, £10 7s 
6d to £10 10s, London make £10 53 to £10 73 6d ; 
and the market remains fairly steady at those 
prices, We think it well to offer a few remarks 
upon the past history and the present position 
of sulphate of ammonis. Until the year 1868 
sulphate of ammonia was a comparatively 
limited article of commerce, the production 
was small, and the demand wasin proportion; 
there was but little trade in it with the Conti- 
nent, and that mostly in the direction of im- 
ports into this country from France. The great 
fertilizer, Peruvian guano, with its lavish 16 
per cent of ammonia, reigned supreme. In the 
beginning of 1868 sulphate of ammonia was 
sold at £10 10s per ton; by the time that July 
in that year was reached, the market price was 
£15 per ton ; steadily advancing yeur by year it 
reached in 1875-6 £19, in 1879-80 £20, and in 1880- 
82 £22 per ton.” 

Chlorate of potash under free arrivals anda 
limited demand at the moment iseasier. There 
have been a few sales from dock of crystals at 
1734@18c as to brand.quantity and holder. Pow- 
dered is quiet at 1844@184c as to make and 
quantity. The sales aggregate 15 kegs within 
the range. Mesers. J. P. Brunner & Co, in 
speaking of the liverpool market under date of 
January 9 say: “Chlorate of potash firm at 7d 
for early delivery, and as the new makes are 
not to be on the market for a few weeks yet, it 
looks as if the price would be maintained for 
this month.” 

There have been no arrivals of mur iate of 
potash during the week. This with late advices 
from abroad reporting a scarcity of vessels and 
higher ocean freights hes given more strength 
to our market, and at the close 1 75c was lowest 
price named for store parcels, while for near 
by vessels 1 72}¢c isnamed. Future shipments 
are held at 1 67}4@1 70c as to date of shipment. 
Only a moderate trade is reported the sales ag- 
gregatinog about 300 tons mostly from dock 
early in the week at 1 6744@1 70c as to quantity 
and holder. 

There have been a few arrivalsof kainit since 
our last report. The scarcity of vessels causes 
holders considerable trouble in shipping 
promptly. There have been several large ar- 
rivals at various Southern ports during the 
week. For spot lots they are quoting $1 60 per 
ton actual weight, while for lots on way $7 35@ 
760isnamed. January and future shipments 
are held steady at $7 25@7 5U as to quantity and 
date of shipment. 
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Philadelphia Chemical Market. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 18, 1886. 

During the past week only a limited demand 
has been experienced for chemicals, owing in a 
great measure to the larger buyers having sup- 
plied themselves wi h contracts. The jobbing 
orders of the week have been filled at about 
figures of last report. The arrivals have been 
Mmited and a greater part has gone to fill con- 
tracts leaving little to dispose of from dock. 
The stock of spot goods is comparatively small 
but owing to the absence of large orders hold- 
ers are able to supply the demands made upon 
them. 

In carbonated soda ash 48 per cent there is 
little doing at the moment and as the recent 
arrivals have been well sold up and store par- 
cels are small, holders are.firm at 1 40@1 45c for 
immediate delivery. To arrive 1 87}4@1 42kc 
is named as to brand and quantity; there ie, 
however, little inquiry to note. Trade in 68 per 
cent is dull and no change in prices is reported, 
owing to the light stock of Newcastle ash 
which is;mostly in second hands, There is little

doing on spot outside of the regular jobbing 
trade and this is being supplied at 1 35@1 40c. 
To arrive some little activity is seen in 48 per 
cont and the invoices on the steamer now on 
the way are being gradually disposed of at 
1 32:349@1 37}¢c. For shipments offers of a shade 
less for round lots might lead to business. High 
test both for spot and to arrive is in little de- 
mand and in absence of sales we quote the 
market at previous figures. In caustic soda 
ash 48 per cent a fair jobbing trade is experi- 
enced and stocks are light. Spot goods in small 
way! are obtainable at 1 40@1 450, buta 
large parcel from dock could be secured 
at 1 874%c. To arrive 1 374%@1 40c are 
the ruling quotations, although 1 35c would 
probably be accepted for round lots on offer. 
Caustic suda 60 per cent has been meeting with 
afair demand resulting in closing out several 
parcels that have been recently pressing on the 
market. We quote the spot market at 2 774@ 
2 85c, although several sales of round 'ots have 
been made at 275. To arrive 275@2 80c is 
named as to brand. We hear of acontract be- 
ing placed for delivery over the year at 2759. 
In 70 per cent the demand has fallen off and in 
consequence the stock of spot goods is assum- 
ing fair proportions. From dock and store 2 60 
@265c is named,with 257}¢c likely to buy 
round lots. To arrive 2 67}44@2 62\¥¢c are figures 
generally named. 74 and 76 per cent are meet- 
ing with little inquiry and with trade in these 
articles at a standstill figures have undergone 
po decided change. Sal soda is.in light stock 
and quoted at 1 0744@1 12}4c: buyers are how- 
ever taking only what is absolutely required, 
preferring to wait for the next arrival and from 
which supply themselves at 9244@97}4c as to 
quantity. 36per cent refined alkali is selling 
only in a jobbing way as spot can be had at 
125@130c. To arrive more activity is shown 
and we quote 115@120c. BM 48 per cent on 
spot is firmly held owing to the stocks now be- 
ing confined to store parcels as the recent arri- 
vals have been closed out from dock. Spot 
goods are quoted at 140@1 45c, To arrive 
little on the way remains unsold, but for 
prompt or forward shipments 187}@1 424%c 
would be accepted as to quantity. 58 per cent 
is continued in light stock, notwithstanding 
the recent arrivals, and held at 14’@l145c. To 
arrive 1 37}44@1 42}¢c is asked. Bleaching pow- 
ders are in moderate supply and enough to fill 
the limited demand that exists. Owing to the 
bad hauling buyers are only purchasing when 
absolutely necessary. Spot goods are firmly 
held at 1 65@1 70c, and to arrive 1 6244@1 6744 is 
named as to brand. Nitrate soda continues 
in fair request without change in prices, either 
for spot or to arrive. 
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Chemicals on the Pacific Coast. 

The San Francisco Chemical Works ware 
started in the spring of 1853 by two practica 
men under the firm name of Meyer, Landis & 
Co. The San Francisco Chronicle, in its annual 
business review, bas the tollowing to say rela- 
tive to the works: 

The enterprise was originally undertaken 
merely for the purpose of manufacturing and 
supplying to the United States Mint nitric acid, 
large quantities of which are used in that insti- 
tution inthe various processes to which the 
precious metals are submitted in the course of 
their transformation from their crude and un- 
refined state to the formin which they finally 
appear as parts of the gold and silver coinage 
of the country. But as the manufacture of 
nitric acid requires the use of large quantities 
of sulphuric acid, and as, owing to the danger- 
ous character of the latter chemical, the freight 
charges upon its importation are so great as to 
be, in tact, prohibitory, it became necessary for 
the foundersof what are now known as the 
San Francisco Chemical Works to undertake 
the manufacture of sulphuric acid as a neces- 
sary adjunct to the manufacture of nitric acid, 
for which the enterprise was organized. 

A brief account of a few of the more import- 
ant of the many chemicals and mineral sub- 
stances used by the San Francisco Chemical 
Works in their various manufacturing pro-

cerses will be of interest. Sulphur has been 
known from the earliest times as the sublimed 
product of volcanoes, and as a natural mineral 
deposit in clay and mar! strata in tertiary for- 


mations. It is found in Sicily in beds of blue 
gray lying ina matrix of roek salt, gypsum 
and celestine. It also exists in primitive rocks 
as granite and micaand abounds in the lava 
fissures of volcanic craters, asin the solfatara, 
near Naples, and at Popocatepet), Mexico. A 
very limited supply is found in California. One 
of the largest and most easily accessible beds 
of free sulphur is found in Nevada, a few miles 
west of Humboldt station, on the main line of 
the Central Pacific Railroad, but for the past 
eight years the main and,in fact, nearly the 
entire supply of the Pacific coast has been 
imported from Japan, large quantities of it 
being found at the burning mountains of that 
country, and it is here where the arbitrary and 
oppressive conduct of the railroad monopoly 
has succeeded in practically prohibiting one of 
the most valuable industries of the Pacific 
coast. The sulphur beds of Humboldt, Nev., 
cover an extensive area, and the sulpbur is of 
remarkably fine and pure quality. With a 
reasonable freight tariff, there would be no 
necessity to import one pound of sul>hur into 
this market. The eontrolling spirits of the 
railroad monopoly have, however, seen fit to 
impose a tariff for conveying sulphur the dis- 
tance of 374 miles, which lies between Hum- 
boldt and San Francisco, of four times the 
amount chaaged to bring it from Hakodate, 
Japan, and $3 a ton more than the freight half 
round the world from Sicily by way of Cape 
Horn. The figures are: Freight from Japan to 
San Francisco, $2 50 a ton; from Sicily, $7; from 
Humboldt. Nevy., 374 miles by rail, $10 a ton. 
This excessive charge, as is readily seen, lays a 
practical embargo on Nevada sulphur and pre- 
vents the development of beds which contain 
an absolutely inexhaustible supply. 

After sulphur, the raw product which forms 
the most important factor in the manufactur- 
ing operations of the 8an Francisco Chemical 
Works is nitrate of soda, which is imported 
chiefly from Iquiqui and neighboring South 
American ports. It will be remembered that 
the nitrate of soda beds were the original bore 
of contention, a dispute over which plunged 
Peru and Chiliinto a sanguinary strife, from 
the results of which the former country has 
hardly yet recovered. 

With these as the base of its princlnal manu- 
facturers, the chief products of the San Fran- 
cisco Chomical Works are sulpburicacid, muri- 
atic acid, nitric acid and sulphate of copper. 
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Blanc Fixe, 
Chloride of Barium, 
Nitrate of Barvta, 
Sulphate of Alumina.

TUESDAY EVENING, Jan. 19, 1886. 

There isa gradual but steady improvement 
in the market for dye-stuffs. There has been 
ne large movement in any line except cutch, 
the orders as a rule being for small quantities, 
with which the consumers are supplying their 
present wants. In the meantime the market is 
gathering strength, and in most of the leading 
articles the tendency of prices is upward, This 
ig particularly noticeable in the market for 
eutch and gambier, prices for which are higher 
with a tendency to still further advance. It 
‘was reported during the week that indigo 
prices had broken, but inquiry failed to dis- 
over any material decline from the figures 
given in our last. Alleppy nutgalls have ad- 
vanced again and cochine.l is higher. It is re- 
ported that the Scotch and Baltimore manufac- 
turers of bichromate of potash are about to 
admit the Philadelphia maker into the combi- 
nation, the low prices named by the latter in- 
fluencing them in this decision. Mail a@vices 
from Amsterdam are to the effect that the crop 
of Dutch madder amounts to 3000 casks, a con- 
siderable quantity in view of the limited von- 
sumption. 

Alizarine is in moderate request and we only 
hear of small quantities selling. Prices are un- 
changed, the nominal quotations remaining 25 
@28c. Alizarine assistant is quotable, nominally 
at 10@20c, according to quality and brand. 

An improvement is to be noted in the de- 
mand for aniline colors and some dealers re- 
port a very good business for the past six days. 
The demand is entirely of a jobbing nature,the 
lots taken being in accordance with the wants 
of consumers. There is nothing new to be re- 
ported regarding prices. 

Annatto and anna#to seed are dull and 
neglected. There is a wide range quoted on 
both, prices depending upon quantity and 
quality. 

Cochineal is firmer and has advanced. The 
London stock is much reduced and the crop is 
very small. The industry is gradually dying 
out, as present prices admit of very little 
profit. The spot stock is light and is mostly in 
second hands, who are not encouraging large 
purchasers. There is very little doing,the sales 
since our last being 50 bags gray blacks at 89c 
andabout 15 bags blacks at 3éc. Silvers sre 
nomina!ly quoted at 33c. 

Cutch is receiving more attention and we 
have to report a considerable inquiry for spot 
goods, though not much business has yet re- 
sulted. We are reported sales of 500 bgs Dia- 
mond § M at 6!4@6}éc and 300 bxs Star B at 6c. 
The market is now firmer, based upon the ad- 
vices from abroad, and nothing is obtainab:e 
here below 654@6%c for Diamond 8S M 
or 64@64¢c for Star B. There has been 
a considerable movement in shipments 
since our last resulting in sales of 9,000 bgs 
Diamend 8 M for November to March inclu- 
sive, over one-half being for the last three 
months. The prices paid range from 59-16 to 
6%c. There is ncw only a little stock offering 
for January-March shipments, and for this 6c 
eash is wanted. Late cables offered 2,000 bes 
only, for March-April shipment at 6c,c, f andi 
equivdient to 644c laid down here. According 
to Mr H A Holden, the stock on hand Jan 1, 
1885, was 18,199 pkgs, the imports during 1885 
were 116,598 pkgs from all sources, and the 
consufption 89,598 pkgs, leaving stock on hand 
Jan 1, 1886, 27,000 pkgs. The London Commer- 
cial Record of the 8th says: **Cutch has at- 
tracted more demand, but the firmness of hold- 
ers prevents business, 60u bxs bave been sold 
this week at firm rates, viz, MM slabs at 286, 

Star B at 27s,and Eagle at 26s 6d p.r c#t.”’ 


Divi divi is dull with only small lots moving, 
the nominal! quotation remaining $45 per ton. 
Dye extracts show a moderate improvement 
in demand, and dealers are looking for a revi- 
val of business. There is no change in quota- 
tions of any of the articles on the list. 
Gambier is firmer than at the date of our last, 
and higher prices are indicated. The firmness 
ig based on the fact that the William Hales has 
put into Cape Town leaking badly and being 
forced to discharge cargo will be delayed sixty 
to fiinety days. The Lizzie H is also delayed, 
and instead of arriving this last week as ex- 
pected she will not be here until about the be- 
ginning of next month. The steamer Energia, 
in port, hag finished discharging, and there is 
very little left on the Patricia. This will prob- 
ably be put in store. Since our last there have 
been sales of 400 bags to land from the Putri- 
cian at 434@5c. These figures show a decline 
from last week, but are accounted for by the 
fact that some holders were anxious to convert 
their stock into cash. There is nothing obtain- 
able on the spot at 434c, and for store lots 5@ 
634c, as to quantity, will have to be paid. For 
December-January shipment there have been 
sales of 100 tons at 4}¢c. The position of the 
gambier market is treated at length in eur edi- 
torial columns. London mail advices to the 
8th inst report that market firm, with sales for 
November-December shipment at 21s 64 und 
December-January at 21@2Is 3d. 
The indigo market is quiet at the moment 
amd no transactions of importance have oc- 
urred since our last. There have been a num- 
er of rumors circulated during the week, ap- 
rently for the purpose of affecting the mar- 
pet. It was said that a break 20 to 89 rupees, has 
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occurred from the rates of the early Calcut- 
ta sales, but the reports were very indefinate, 
some saying that the decline was in the high 
grades and others that it was the low grades 
that had suffered. None of the rumors were 
confirmed up to the close. The Calcutta sales 
have closed and the last advices report only 
abou t 5,000 cases purchased for the United 
States. This with the stock now on hand here 
will make about only two thirds 
of the quantity estimated as required for 
the consumptive necessities of the country 
this year, and copsequently, though some tem- 
porary weakness may be shown, 't is not be- 
lieved that there will be any material decline, 
as everything favors higher prices. Meesrs. F. 
W. Heilgers & Co. of Calcutta suy under date of 
December 14, 1885: “Since our report of the 
7th inst four more public auctions have been 
held in which 3738 chests were put up for sale, 
of which about 2660 found buyers. The ten- 
dency for Tirhoot and Bengals was slightly 
weaker and the better grades above Rs 269, es- 
pecially those quantities unsuitable for Russian 
declined about Rs 5to 10. Oudes continue in 
good demand for America and fetch extreme 
rates: Benares are also eagerly competed for. 
There are now 50,000 maunds out of the market 
of which 21,700 are Tirhoots, etc.,11,000 Bengals, 
12,800 Oudes and 4,500 Benares, etc. The ship- 
ments we apportion as under: England, 1,984 
chests, France 5:1, Continent 1280, America 
1781, Gulf ete 67—total 5683 chests.”” 

Prussiate of potash is quiet but steady. Small 
sales of American yellow are making at 2l1c, 
Red is neglected and quotations are entirely 
nominal. 

Sicily sumac isin good supply on the spot. 
There is a steady feeling, but prices are as high 
as they are expected to go for the present. 
Since we last went to press there have been 
sales on the spot and to arrive aggregating 700 
bales, at prices ranging from $82 50 to $87 50, as 
to brand, quantity and position. Virginia is 
quotable at $60@65, and is disposed of in 1 to5 
ton lots at these figures. 

Tumeric is quiet.Since our last 60 bgs Alleppy 
have soldat 434c. The market is steady with 
the nominal quotations 434@5'4c, according to 
quantity. ‘There is a very small stock, and 
nothing is pressing on the market. 

Since the Philadelphia manufacturer of ti- 
chromate of potash has sold up his product, 
the other manufacturers’ agents report that 
they find the demand for their brands improv- 
ing. They have as yet made no change in their 
quotations of 9%c for 5 csk lots and I(c for 
smaller quantities.
